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THE  HUGUENOT  SOCIETY  OF  LONDON. 


BY-LAWS. 


I.  Objects. 

1 . The  interchange  and  publication  of  knowledge  relating  to — 

(a)  The  History  of  the  Huguenots  in  France  and  adjoining 

countries. 

(b)  The  Huguenot  Emigrations  from  France. 

(c)  The  Refugee  Settlements  throughout  the  world,  par- 

ticularly those  in  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  and  the 
Channel  Islands,  and  the  resulting  effects  of  those 
Settlements  upon  the  Professions,  Manufactures, 
Commerce,  and  Social  Life  of  the  several  places 
in  which  they  were  made. 

(d)  Huguenot  Genealogy  and  Heraldry,  and  Huguenot 

Church  and  other  Registers. 

2.  To  form  a bond  of  fellowship  among  some  of  those  who 
desire  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  their  Huguenot  ancestors, 
or  who  admire  the  characteristic  Huguenot  virtues. 

II.  Constitution. 

The  Huguenot  Society  of  London  consists  of  an  unlimited 
number  of  Fellows,  ladies  as  well  as  gentlemen,  elected  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

III.  Subscribing  Libraries. 

The  Council  may  also  admit  to  the  privileges  of  Fellow- 
ship Libraries  or  other  bodies,  and  such  Libraries  or  bodies 
shall  pay  the  same  Entrance  Fee  and  Annual  Subscription  as 
the  Fellows,  but  shall  not  be  allowed  to  compound  for  the 
same. 

IV.  Election. 

Every  Candidate  for  admission  to  the  Fellowship  of  the 
Society  must  be  proposed  by  two  Fellows,  one  of  whom  at 
least  must  sign  the  Certificate  from  personal  knowledge.  The 
name  of  the  Candidate,  with  the  names  of  his  proposers,  must 
be  read  out  at  the  next  Ordinary  Meeting,  when  a ballot,  if 
demanded  by  three  Fellows,  shall  be  taken,  one  black  ball  in 
ten  excluding. 

Notice  of  Election  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  every 
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newly  elected  Fellow,  with  a copy  of  the  Rules  of  the  Society  . 
and  a List  of  the  Fellows. 

Every  Fellow  upon  election  shall  pay  an  Entrance  Dona- 
tion of  one  guinea  and  one  year’s  Subscription.  He  must 
also  sign  the  Fellowship  Book  in  token  of  his  subscribing  to 
the  Rules  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society.  Until  his  compliance 
with  this  rule,  the  new  Fellow  will  remain  incapable  of  enjoy- 
ing any  of  the  privileges  of  the  Fellowship. 

V.  Annual  Subscription. 

The  Annual  Subscription  shall  be  one  and  a half  guineas. 

Annual  Subscriptions  shall  be  due,  in  advance,  on  the 
1st  January  in  each  year,  but  Fellows  elected  at  the  November 
Meeting  will  not  be  called  upon  for  a Subscription  in  the  following 
January. 

Should  the  Subscription  not  have  been  paid  by  the  31st 
March,  the  Treasurer  will  write  to  remind  the  Fellow  of  the 
fact.  If  still  unpaid  by  the  30th  June,  the  Treasurer  shall  notify 
to  the  Fellow  his  suspension  from  all  the  privileges  of  Fellow- 
ship. At  the  Meeting  in  November  the  Chairman  shall  report 
the  names  of  all  Fellows  whose  Subscriptions  are  in  arrear, 
and  announce  that,  if  they  have  not  paid  by  the  31st  December, 
they  will  ipso  facto  cease  to  be  Fellows  of  the  Society. 

In  the  case  of  a Fellow  wishing  to  withdraw  from  the  Society, 
he  will  be  liable  for  the  Subscription  for  the  year  in  which  he 
notifies  to  the  Secretary  his  wish  to  withdraw. 

Any  Fellow  of  the  Society  may  compound  for  the  amiual 
subscription  by  a single  payment  to  be  made  in  accordance  with 
the  following  scale,  viz.  : 

If  under  the  age  of  40  . .a  single  payment  of  30  guineas 

If  between  the  ages  of  40  and  50  ,,  ,,  224  „ 

If  between  the  ages  of  50  and  65  ,,  ,,  15  ,, 

If  over  the  age  of  65  . . . ,,  ,,  74  ,, 

Provided  nevertheless  in  the  last  case  that  the  Fellow  so  com- 
pounding shall  have  been  a Fellow  for  not  less  than  five  years. 

VI.  Honorary  Fellows  and  Corresponding  Members. 

The  Council  may  at  any  time  recommend  the  election  as 
Honorary  Fellows,  or  as  temporary  Corresponding  Members, 
of  duly  proposed  members  of  Huguenot  families  resident  abroad, 
of  the  Presidents,  Vice-Presidents,  Members  of  Council,  or 
Honorary  Officers  of  any  foreign  Huguenot  or  Walloon  Society, 
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or  other  persons  whose  association  with  this  Society  may  be 
considered  advantageous. 

The  number  of  Honorary  Fellows  shall  not  exceed  twenty, 
and  the  number  of  Corresponding  Members  shall  not  exceed 
ten,  at  any  one  time.  Copies  of  the  publications  of  the  Society 
shall  be  presented  to  them. 

VII.  The  Officers. 

The  governing  body  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President, 
such  number  of  Vice-Presidents  as  the  Society  may  from  time 
to  time  elect  (not  exceeding  a number  to  be  nominated  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Council),  a Council  composed  of  twelve 
Fellows,  a Treasurer,  and  a Secretary.  It  will  have  the  manage- 
ment and  direction  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  subject 
to  the  control  of  a General  Meeting. 

At  each  Annual  Meeting  the  Council  shall  submit  a list  of 
Officers  proposed  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  a copy  of  this  list 
shall  be  sent  to  each  Fellow  a fortnight  before  the  Meeting. 
No  Fellow,  except  the  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary, 
shall  continue  in  the  governing  body  for  more  than  three  con- 
secutive years,  and  four  members  of  the  Council  shall  retire 
every  year.  The  Fellows  will  be  entitled  to  strike  out  any 
names  from  the  list  prepared  by  the  Council,  and  to  insert 
other  names  in  their  place.  Lists  duly  authenticated  by  the 
signatures  of  absent  Fellows  will  be  admissible,  but  all  voting 
papers  incorrectly  filled  up  will  be  rejected.  Honorary  Fellows 
are  not  eligible  as  members  of  the  governing  body.  The  Chair- 
man shall  appoint  two  Scrutineers  and  at  the  close  of  the  Meeting 
he  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  ballot. 

VIII.  The  President  and  Vice-Presidents. 

The  duty  of  the  President  shall  be  to  take  the  Chair  at 
every  Meeting  of  the  Society  and  Council,  to  regulate  and 
keep  order  in  all  the  proceedings,  and  to  carry  into  effect  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Society.  He  shall  not  hold  office  for  more 
than  three  consecutive  years. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents 
shall  take  the  Chair  ; and  in  case  of  the  absence  of  those  Officers, 
the  Meeting  may  elect  any  other  Fellow  present  to  take  the  Chair. 

The  President,  or  Chairman,  shall  not  vote  on  any  question 
brought  before  the  Meeting,  except  where  a casting  vote  be 
necessary,  in  which  case  he  shall  give  such  casting  vote. 
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IX.  The  Treasurer  and  Trustees. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  ex  officio  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Society,  and  the  Funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  vested  in  his 
name  and  in  the  names  of  two  other  Trustees,  who  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Council. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a regular  account  of  receipts  and 
payments  in  the  mode  which  may  seem  most  proper  to  the 
Council,  who  shall  have  the  direction  and  control  of  the  money 
in  his  hands. 

No  sum  of  money  payable  on  account  of  the  Society,  amount- 
ing to  five  pounds  and  upward,  shall  be  paid  except  by  order 
of  the  Council,  signed  by  the  President  or  Chairman,  and  recorded 
by  the  Secretary. 

The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually  by 
two  Auditors  chosen  by  the  Society  at  the  Meeting  in  March. 
The  Auditors  shall  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting  the  particulars 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  past  year  and  the  general 
state  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Society. 

X.  The  Council. 

The  Council  shall  meet  at  such  times  as  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents, 
the  Treasurer,  or  the  Secretary,  due  and  sufficient  notice  being 
previously  sent  to  every  Fellow. 

No  business  shall  be  transacted  in  Council  unless  there  be 
five  or  more  Fellows  present. 

The  ordinary  method  of  voting  in  Council  shall  be  by  show 
of  hands ; but  a ballot  shall  be  taken  in  cases  prescribed  by 
any  regulations  of  the  Council,  or  when  demanded  by  any 
Fellow  present. 

The  majority  of  votes  shall  decide  every  question ; and  in 
case  of  an  equality  of  votes  the  question  shall  be  adjourned. 

Any  Member  of  Council  who  shall  be  personally  interested 
in  the  question  before  the  Council  shall  withdraw  during  the 
consideration  and  decision  of  the  same. 

The  Council  shall  present  and  cause  to  be  read  to  the  Annual 
Meeting  a Report  on  the  general  concerns  of  the  Society  for 
the  preceding  year  ; and  such  Report,  or  the  substance  thereof, 
shall  be  printed,  under  the  direction  of  the  Council,  and  be 
transmitted  to  the  Fellows. 

Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  shall  be  taken 


by  the  Secretary  and  entered  in  the  Minute  Book.  They  shall 
be  read  over  at  the  next  Meeting  and  signed  by  the  Acting 
Chairman  as  correct. 


XI.  The  Secretary. 

The  duty  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  to  attend  all  Meetings 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Council,  to  take  Minutes  of  all  pro- 
ceedings and  enter  them  in  the  books.  He  shall  also  take 
steps  to  provide  Papers  to  be  read  at  *the  Meetings,  and  he 
shall  superintend  all  persons  in  the  employ  of  the  Society, 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  Council. 

XII.  Ordinary  Meetings. 

These  shall  be  held  for  the  transaction  of  the  general  business 
of  the  Society  and  the  reading  of  Papers  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  the  months  of  November,  January,  and  March,  at  whatever 
hour  and  place  the  Council  may  determine.  The  Minutes  of 
the  last  Meeting  shall  be  read  and  signed  as  correct,  the  election 
of  Fellows  shall  take  place,  announcements  made,  and  Papers 
read  and  discussed.  The  decision  of  the  Chairman  upon  all 
questions  of  order  and  the  conduct  of  the  Meeting  shall  be  final. 
Every  Fellow  shall  have  the  privilege  of  introducing  a friend. 

XIII.  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  May.  The  Report  of  the  Council  shall  be  read,  together 
with  a statement  of  the  Accounts  and  the  Report  of  the  Auditors. 
General  questions,  of  which  due  notice  has  been  given  to  all 
Fellows,  shall  be  then  decided.  The  President  shall  deliver  his 
Address. 

XIV.  Summer  Conference. 

At  the  Ordinary  Meeting  in  March  the  question  of  holding 
a Summer  Conference  at  some  place  associated  with  Huguenot 
history  or  tradition  will  be  discussed,  and,  if  such  a Conference 
is  determined  upon,  a Sub-Committee  will  be  appointed  to 
make  the  necessary  inquiries  and  provisional  arrangements, 
and  will  report  to  the  Annual  Meeting  in  May. 

XV.  Special  General  Meetings. 

The  Council  may  at  any  time  call  a Special  General  Meeting 
when  it  seems  to  them  necessary.  Notices,  containing  a clear 
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description  of  the  point  to  be  considered,  must  be  posted  to 
all  the  Fellows  fourteen  days  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  Meeting, 
and  no  other  business  than  that  stated  in  the  notice  shall  be 
brought  forward. 


XVI.  Alteration  of  the  By-Laws. 

The  Council  may  at  any  Annual  Meeting,  or  at  a Special 
General  Meeting  convened  for  the  purpose,  but  not  at  an  Ordinary 
Meeting,  propose  the  enactment  of  any  new  By-Law,  or  the 
alteration  or  repeal  of  any  existing  By-Law. 

Any  ten  Fellows  may  recommend  to  the  Council,  by  a letter 
addressed  to  the  Secretary,  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  any 
measure,  or  the  adoption,  alteration,  or  repeal  of  any  By-Law. 
Such  recommendation  shall  be  considered  at  the  next  Meeting 
of  the  Council,  and,  if  the  decision  arrived  at  is  not  satisfactory 
to  the  proposers,  the  Council,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  twenty 
Fellows,  shall  convene  a Special  General  Meeting,  within  one 
month,  to  decide  the  question. 

XVI.  Publications. 

The  Society  shall  distribute  gratuitously  to  each  Fellow 
one  or  more  publications  annually  of  “ Proceedings,”  which 
shall  consist  of  a concise  narrative  of  the  proceedings  at  Meetings, 
Papers  or  abstracts  of  Papers  read  and  of  the  discussion  thereon, 
and  such  additional  notices  as  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  Council. 

The  Society  shall  also  undertake,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Council,  as  opportunities  arise  and  the  funds  of  the  Society 
permit,  the  publication  of  Huguenot  Church  registers,  genealogies, 
inedited  documents,  and  other  information  bearing  upon 
Huguenot  history. 


LIBRARY. 

The  Society's  collection  of  Books  was  deposited  in  1900 
with  the  Corporation  of  the  French  Hospital  (La  Providence), 
Victoria  Park  Road,  E.9.  By  the  arrangement  then  made 
with  that  Corporation,  Fellows  of  the  Society  are  allowed  the 
use  of  the  Hospital  Library  and  to  borrow  books  therefrom  at 
all  reasonable  times  on  written  application  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Hospital.

BY-LAWS. 


I.  Objects. 

1 . The  interchange  and  publication  of  knowledge  relating  to- 

(a)  The  History  of  the  Huguenots  in  France  and  adjoining 

countries. 

(b)  The  Huguenot  Emigrations  from  France. 

(c)  The  Refugee  Settlements  throughout  the  world,  par- 

ticularly those  in  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  and  the 
Channel  Islands,  and  the  resulting  effects  of  those 
Settlements  upon  the  Professions,  Manufactures, 
Commerce,  and  Social  Life  of  the  several  places 
in  which  they  were  made. 

(d)  Huguenot  Genealogy  and  Heraldry,  and  Huguenot 

Church  and  other  Registers. 

2.  To  form  a bond  of  fellowship  among  some  of  those  who 
desire  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  their  Huguenot  ancestors, 
or  who  admire  the  characteristic  Huguenot  virtues. 

II.  Constitution. 

The  Huguenot  Society  of  London  consists  of  an  unlimited 
number  of  Fellows,  ladies  as  well  as  gentlemen,  elected  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

III.  Subscribing  Libraries. 

The  Council  may  also  admit  to  the  privileges  of  Fellow- 
ship Libraries  or  other  bodies,  and  such  Libraries  or  bodies 
shall  pay  the  same  Entrance  Fee  and  Annual  Subscription  as 
the  Fellows,  but  shall  not  be  allowed  to  compound  for  the 
same. 

IV.  Election. 

Every  Candidate  for  admission  to  the  Fellowship  of  the 
Society  must  be  proposed  by  two  Fellows,  one  of  whom  at 
least  must  sign  the  Certificate  from  personal  knowledge.  The 
name  of  the  Candidate,  with  the  names  of  his  proposers,  must 
be  read  out  at  the  next  Ordinary  Meeting,  when  a ballot,  if 
demanded  by  three  Fellows,  shall  be  taken,  one  black  ball  in 
ten  excluding. 

Notice  of  Election  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  every 
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newly  elected  Fellow,  with  a copy  of  the  Rules  of  the  Society 
and  a List  of  the  Fellows. 

Every  Fellow  upon  election  shall  pay  an  Entrance  Dona- 
tion of  one  guinea  and  one  year’s  Subscription.  He  must 
also  sign  the  Fellowship  Book  in  token  of  his  subscribing  to 
the  Rules  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society.  Until  his  compliance 
with  this  rule,  the  new  Fellow  will  remain  incapable  of  enjoy- 
ing any  of  the  privileges  of  the  Fellowship. 

V.  Annual  Subscription. 

The  Annual  Subscription  shall  be  one  and  a half  guineas. 

Annual  Subscriptions  shall  be  due,  in  advance,  on  the 
1st  January  in  each  year,  but  Fellows  elected  at  the  November 
Meeting  will  not  be  called  upon  for  a Subscription  in  the  following 
January. 

Should  the  Subscription  not  have  been  paid  by  the  31st 
March,  the  Treasurer  will  write  to  remind  the  Fellow  of  the 
fact.  If  still  unpaid  by  the  30th  June,  the  Treasurer  shall  notify 
to  the  Fellow  his  suspension  from  all  the  privileges  of  Fellow- 
ship. At  the  Meeting  in  November  the  Chairman  shall  report 
the  names  of  all  Fellows  whose  Subscriptions  are  in  arrear, 
and  announce  that,  if  they  have  not  paid  by  the  31st  December, 
they  will  ipso  facto  cease  to  be  Fellows  of  the  Society. 

In  the  case  of  a Fellow  wishing  to  withdraw  from  the  Society, 
he  will  be  liable  for  the  Subscription  for  the  year  in  which  he 
notifies  to  the  Secretary  his  wish  to  withdraw. 

Any  Fellow  of  the  Society  may  compound  for  the  annual 
subscription  by  a single  payment  to  be  made  in  accordance  with 
the  following  scale,  viz.  : 

If  under  the  age  of  40  . . a single  payment  of  30  guineas 

If  between  the  ages  of  40  and  50  ,,  „ 22-|  ,, 

If  between  the  ages  of  50  and  65  ,,  ,,  15  ,, 

If  over  the  age  of  65  . . . ,,  ,,  7J  ,, 

Provided  nevertheless  in  the  last  case  that  the  Fellow  so  com- 
pounding shall  have  been  a Fellow  for  not  less  than  five  years. 

VI.  Honorary  Fellows  and  Corresponding  Members. 

The  Council  may  at  any  time  recommend  the  election  as 
Honorary  Fellows,  or  as  temporary  Corresponding  Members, 
of  duly  proposed  members  of  Huguenot  families  resident  abroad, 
of  the  Presidents,  Vice-Presidents,  Members  of  Council,  or 
Honorary  Officers  of  any  foreign  Huguenot  or  Walloon  Society, 
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or  other  persons  whose  association  with  this  Society  may  be 
considered  advantageous. 

The  number  of  Honorary  Fellows  shall  not  exceed  twentv, 
and  the  number  of  Corresponding  Members  shall  not  exceed 
ten,  at  any  one  time.  Copies  of  the  publications  of  the  Society 
shall  be  presented  to  them. 

VII.  The  Officers. 

The  governing  body  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President, 
such  number  of  Vice-Presidents  as  the  Society  may  from  time 
to  time  elect  (not  exceeding  a.  number  to  be  nominated  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Council),  a Council  composed  of  twelve 
Fellows,  a Treasurer,  and  a Secretary.  It  will  have  the  manage- 
ment and  direction  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  subject 
to  the  control  of  a General  Meeting. 

At  each  Annual  Meeting  the  Council  shall  submit  a list  of 
Officers  proposed  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  a copy  of  this  list 
shall  be  sent  to  each  Fellow  a fortnight  before  the  Meeting. 
No  Fellow,  except  the  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary, 
shall  continue  in  the  governing  body  for  more  than  three  con- 
secutive years,  and  four  members  of  the  Council  shall  retire 
every  year.  The  Fellows  will  be  entitled  to  strike  out  any 
names  from  the  list  prepared  by  the  Council,  and  to  insert 
other  names  in  their  place.  Lists  duly  authenticated  by  the 
signature's  of  absent  Fellows  will  be  admissible,  but  all  voting 
papers  incorrectly  filled  up  will  be  rejected.  Honorary  Fellows 
are  not  eligible  as  members  of  the  governing  body.  The  Chair- 
man shall  appoint  two  Scrutineers  and  at  the  close  of  the  Meeting 
he  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  ballot. 

VIII.  The  President  and  Vice-Presidents. 

The  duty  of  the  President  shall  be  to  take  the  Chair  at 
every  Meeting  of  the  Society  and  Council,  to  regulate  and 
keep  order  in  all  the  proceedings,  and  to  carry  into  effect  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Society.  He  shall  not  hold  office  for  more 
than  three  consecutive  years. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents 
shall  take  the  Chair  ; and  in  case  of  the  absence  of  those  Officers, 
the  Meeting  may  elect  any  other  Fellow  present  to  take  the  Chair. 

The  President,  or  Chairman,  shall  not  vote  on  any  question 
brought  before  the  Meeting,  except  where  a casting  vote  be 
necessary,  in  which  case  he  shall  give  such  casting  vote. 
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IX.  The  Treasurer  and  Trustees. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  ex  officio  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Society,  and  the  Funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  vested  in  his 
name  and  in  the  names  of  two  other  Trustees,  who  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Council. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a regular  account  of  receipts  and 
payments  in  the  mode  which  may  seem  most  proper  to  the 
Council,  who  shall  have  the  direction  and  control  of  the  money 
in  his  hands. 

No  sum  of  money  payable  on  account  of  the  Society,  amount- 
ing to  five  pounds  and  upward,  shall  be  paid  except  by  order 
of  the  Council,  signed  by  the  President  or  Chairman,  and  recorded 
by  the  Secretary. 

The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually  by 
two  Auditors  chosen  by  the  Society  at  the  Meeting  in  March. 
The  Auditors  shall  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting  the  particulars 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  past  year  and  the  general 
state  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Society. 

X.  The  Council. 

The  Council  shall  meet  at  such  times  as  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents, 
the  Treasurer,  or  the  Secretary,  due  and  sufficient  notice  being 
previously  sent  to  every  Fellow. 

No  business  shall  be  transacted  in  Council  unless  there  be 
five  or  more  Fellows  present. 

The  ordinary  method  of  voting  in  Council  shall  be  by  show 
of  hands ; but  a ballot  shall  be  taken  in  cases  prescribed  by 
any  regulations  of  the  Council,  or  when  demanded  by  any 
Fellow  present. 

The  majority  of  votes  shall  decide  every  question ; and  in 
case  of  an  equality  of  votes  the  question  shall  be  adjourned. 

Any  Member  of  Council  who  shall  be  personally  interested 
in  the  question  before  the  Council  shall  withdraw  during  the 
consideration  and  decision  of  the  same. 

The  Council  shall  present  and  cause  to  be  read  to  the  Annual 
Meeting  a Report  on  the  general  concerns  of  the  Society  for 
the  preceding  year  ; and  such  Report,  or  the  substance  thereof, 
shall  be  printed,  under  the  direction  of  the  Council,  and  be 
transmitted  to  the  Fellows. 

Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  shall  be  taken 
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by  the  Secretary  and  entered  in  the  Minute  Book.  They  shall 
be  read  over  at  the  next  Meeting  and  signed  by  the  Acting 
Chairman  as  correct. 

XI.  The  Secretary. 

The  duty  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  to  attend  all  Meetings 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Council,  to  take  Minutes  of  all  pro- 
ceedings and  enter  them  in  the  books.  He  shall  also  take 
steps  to  provide  Papers  to  be  read  at  the  Meetings,  and  he 
shall  superintend  all  persons  in  the  employ  of  the  Society, 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  Council. 

XII.  Ordinary  Meetings. 

These  shall  be  held  for  the  transaction  of  the  general  business 
of  the  Society  and  the  reading  of  Papers  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  the  months  of  November,  January,  and  March,  at  whatever 
hour  and  place  the  Council  may  determine.  The  Minutes  of 
the  last  Meeting  shall  be  read  and  signed  as  correct,  the  election 
of  Fellows  shall  take  place,  announcements  made,  and  Papers 
read  and  discussed.  The  decision  of  the  Chairman  upon  all 
questions  of  order  and  the  conduct  of  the  Meeting  shall  be  final. 
Every  Fellow  shall  have  the  privilege  of  introducing  a friend. 

XIII.  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  May.  The  Report  of  the  Council  shall  be  read,  together 
with  a statement  of  the  Accounts  and  the  Report  of  the  Auditors. 
General  questions,  of  which  due  notice  has  been  given  to  all 
Fellows,  shall  be  then  decided.  The  President  shall  deliver  his 
Address. 

XIV.  Summer  Conference. 

At  the  Ordinary  Meeting  in  March  the  question  of  holding 
a Summer  Conference  at  some  place  associated  with  Huguenot 
history  or  tradition  will  be  discussed,  and,  if  such  a Conference 
is  determined  upon,  a Sub-Committee  will  be  appointed  to 
make  the  necessary  inquiries  and  provisional  arrangements, 
and  will  report  to  the  Annual  Meeting  in  May. 

XV.  Special  General  Meetings. 

The  Council  may  at  any  time  call  a Special  General  Meeting 
when  it  seems  to  them  necessary.  Notices,  containing  a clear 
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description  of  the  point  to  be  considered,  must  be  posted  to 
all  the  Fellows  fourteen  days  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  Meeting, 
and  no  other  business  than  that  stated  in  the  notice  shall  be 
brought  forward. 

XVI.  Alteration  of  the  By-Laws. 

The  Council  may  at  any  Annual  Meeting,  or  at  a Special 
General  Meeting  convened  for  the  purpose,  but  not  at  an  Ordinary 
Meeting,  propose  the  enactment  of  any  new  By-Law,  or  the 
alteration  or  repeal  of  any  existing  By-Law. 

Any  ten  Fellows  may  recommend  to  the  Council,  by  a letter 
addressed  to  the  Secretary,  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  any 
measure,  or  the  adoption,  alteration,  or  repeal  of  any  By-Law. 
Such  recommendation  shall  be  considered  at  the  next  Meeting 
of  the  Council,  and,  if  the  decision  arrived  at  is  not  satisfactory 
to  the  proposers,  the  Council,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  twenty 
Fellows,  shall  convene  a Special  General  Meeting,  within  one 
month,  to  decide  the  question. 

XVII.  Publications. 

The  Society  shall  distribute  gratuitously  to  each  Fellow 
one  or  more  publications  annually  of  “ Proceedings,”  which 
shall  consist  of  a concise  narrative  of  the  proceedings  at  Meetings, 
Papers  or  abstracts  of  Papers  read  and  of  the  discussion  thereon, 
and  such  additional  notices  as  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  Council. 

The  Society  shall  also  undertake,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Council,  as  opportunities  arise  and  the  funds  of  the  Society 
permit,  the  publication  of  Huguenot  Church  registers,  genealogies, 
inedited  documents,  and  other  information  bearing  upon 
Huguenot  history. 


LIBRARY.

BY-LAWS. 


I.  Objects. 

1.  The  interchange  and  publication  of  knowledge  relating  to — 

(a)  The  History  of  the  Huguenots  in  France  and  adjoining 

countries. 

(b)  The  Huguenot  Emigrations  from  France. 

(c)  The  Refugee  Settlements  throughout  the  world,  par- 

ticularly those  in  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  and  the 
Channel  Islands,  and  the  resulting  effects  of  those 
Settlements  upon  the  Professions,  Manufactures, 
Commerce,  and  Social  Life  of  the  several  places 
in  which  they  were  made. 

(d)  Huguenot  Genealogy  and  Heraldry,  and  Huguenot 

Church  and  other  Registers. 

2.  To  form  a bond  of  fellowship  among  some  of  those  who 
desire  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  their  Huguenot  ancestors, 
or  who  admire  the  characteristic  Huguenot  virtues. 

II.  Constitution. 

The  Huguenot  Society  of  London  consists  of  an  unlimited 
number  of  Fellows,  ladies  as  well  as  gentlemen,  elected  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

III.  Subscribing  Libraries. 

The  Council  may  also  admit  to  the  privileges  of  Fellow- 
ship Libraries  or  other  bodies,  and  such  Libraries  or  bodies 
shall  pay  the  same  Entrance  Fee  and  Annual  Subscription  as 
the  Fellows,  but  shall  not  be  allowed  to  compound  for  the 

same. 

IY.  Election. 

Every  Candidate  for  admission  to  the  Fellowship  of  the 
Society  must  be  proposed  by  two  Fellows,  one  of  whom  at 
least  must  sign  the  Certificate  from  personal  knowledge.  The 
name  of  the  Candidate,  with  the  names  of  his  proposers,  must 
be  read  out  at  the  next  Ordinary  Meeting,  when  a ballot,  if 
demanded  by  three  Fellows,  shall  be  taken,  one  black  ball  in 
ten  excluding. 

Notice  of  Election  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  every 
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newly  elected  Fellow,  with  a copy  of  the  Rules  of  the  Society 
and  a List  of  the  Fellows. 

Every  Fellow  upon  election  shall  pay  an  Entrance  Dona- 
tion of  one  guinea  and  one  year’s  Subscription.  He  must 
also  sign  the  Fellowship  Book  in  token  of  his  subscribing  to 
the  Rules  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society.  Until  his  compliance 
with  this  rule,  the  new  Fellow  will  remain  incapable  of  enjoy- 
ing any  of  the  privileges  of  the  Fellowship. 

Y.  Annual  Subscription. 

The  Annual  Subscription  shall  be  one  and  a half  guineas. 

Annual  Subscriptions  shall  be  due,  in  advance,  on  the 
1st  January  in  each  year,  but  Fellows  elected  at  the  November 
Meeting  will  not  be  called  upon  for  a Subscription  in  the  following 
January. 

Should  the  Subscription  not  have  been  paid  by  the  31st 
March,  the  Treasurer  will  write  to  remind  the  Fellow  of  the 
fact.  If  still  unpaid  by  the  30th  June,  the  Treasurer  shall  notify 
to  the  Fellow  his  suspension  from  all  the  privileges  of  Fellow- 
ship. At  the  Meeting  in  November  the  Chairman  shall  report 
the  names  of  all  Fellows  whose  Subscriptions  are  in  arrear, 
and  announce  that,  if  they  have  not  paid  by  the  31st  December, 
they  will  ipso  facto  cease  to  be  Fellows  of  the  Society. 

In  the  case  of  a Fellow  wishing  to  withdraw  from  the  Society, 
he  will  be  liable  for  the  Subscription  for  the  year  in  which  he 
notifies  to  the  Secretary  his  wish  to  withdraw. 

Any  Fellow  of  the  Society  may  compound  for  the  annual 
subscription  by  a single  payment  to  be  made  in  accordance  with 
the  following  scale,  viz.  : 

If  under  the  age  of  40  . .a  single  payment  of  30  guineas 

If  between  the  ages  of  40  and  50  „ „ 22J  „ 

If  between  the  ages  of  50  and  65  ,,  ,,  15  „ 

If  over  the  age  of  65  . . . ,,  ,,  7-o-  ,, 

Provided  nevertheless  in  the  last  case  that  the  Fellow  so  com- 
pounding shall  have  been  a Fellow  for  not  less  than  five  years. 

VI.  Honorary  Fellows  and  Corresponding  Members. 

The  Council  may  at  any  time  recommend  the  election  as 
Honorary  Fellows,  or  as  temporary  Corresponding  Members, 
of  duly  proposed  members  of  Huguenot  families  resident  abroad, 
of  the  Presidents,  Vice-Presidents,  Members  of  Council,  or 
Honorary  Officers  of  any  foreign  Huguenot  or  Walloon  Society, 
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or  other  persons  whose  association  with  this  Society  mav  be 
considered  advantageous. 

The  number  of  Honorary  Fellows  shall  not  exceed  twenty, 
and  the  number  of  Corresponding  Members  shall  not  exceed 
ten,  at  any  one  time.  Copies  of  the  publications  of  the  Society 
shall  be  presented  to  them. 

VII.  The  Officers. 

The  governing  body  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President, 
such  number  of  Vice-Presidents  as  the  Society  may  from  time 
to  time  elect  (not  exceeding  a number  to  be  nominated  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Council),  a Council  composed  of  twelve 
Fellows,  a Treasurer,  and  a Secretary.  It  will  have  the  manage- 
ment and  direction  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  subject 
to  the  control  of  a General  Meeting. 

At  each  Annual  Meeting  the  Council  shall  submit  a list  of 
Officers  proposed  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  a copy  of  this  list 
shall  be  sent  to  each  Fellow  a fortnight  before  the  Meeting. 
No  Fellow,  except  the  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary, 
shall  continue  in  the  governing  body  for  more  than  three  con- 
secutive years,  and  four  members  of  the  Council  shall  retire 
every  year.  The  Fellows  will  be  entitled  to  strike  out  any 
names  from  the  list  prepared  by  the  Council,  and  to  insert 
other  names  in  their  place.  Lists  duly  authenticated  by  the 
signatures  of  absent  Fellows  will  be  admissible,  but  all  voting 
papers  incorrectly  filled  up  will  be  rejected.  Honorary  Fellows 
are  not  eligible  as  members  of  the  governing  body.  The  Chair- 
man shall  appoint  two  Scrutineers  and  at  the  close  of  the  Meeting 
he  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  ballot. 

VIII.  The  President  and  Vice-Presidents. 

The  duty  of  the  President  shall  be  to  take  the  Chair  at 
every  Meeting  of  the  Society  and  Council,  to  regulate  and 
keep  order  in  all  the  proceedings,  and  to  carry  into  effect  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Society.  He  shall  not  hold  office  for  more 
than  three  consecutive  years. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents 
shall  take  the  Chair  ; and  in  case  of  the  absence  of  those  Officers, 
the  Meeting  may  elect  any  other  Fellow  present  to  take  the  Chair. 

The  President,  or  Chairman,  shall  not  vote  on  any  question 
brought  before  the  Meeting,  except  where  a casting  vote  be 
necessary,  in  which  case  he  shall  give  such  casting  vote. 
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IX.  The  Treasurer  and  Trustees. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  ex  officio  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Society,  and  the  Funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  vested  in  his 
name  and  in  the  names  of  two  other  Trustees,  who  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Council. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a regular  account  of  receipts  and 
payments  in  the  mode  which  may  seem  most  proper  to  the 
Council,  who  shall  have  the  direction  and  control  of  the  money 
in  his  hands. 

No  sum  of  money  payable  on  account  of  the  Society,  amount- 
ing to  five  pounds  and  upward,  shall  be  paid  except  by  order 
of  the  Council,  signed  by  the  President  or  Chairman,  and  recorded 
by  the  Secretary. 

The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually  by 
two  Auditors  chosen  by  the  Society  at  the  Meeting  in  March. 
The  Auditors  shall  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting  the  particulars 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  past  year  and  the  general 
state  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Society. 

X.  The  Council. 

The  Council  shall  meet  at  such  times  as  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents, 
the  Treasurer,  or  the  Secretary,  due  and  sufficient  notice  being 
previously  sent  to  every  Fellow. 

No  business  shall  be  transacted  in  Council  unless  there  be 
five  or  more  Fellows  present. 

The  ordinary  method  of  voting  in  Council  shall  be  by  show 
of  hands ; but  a ballot  shall  be  taken  in  cases  prescribed  by 
any  regulations  of  the  Council,  or  when  demanded  by  any 
Fellow  present. 

The  majority  of  votes  shall  decide  every  question ; and  in 
case  of  an  equality  of  votes  the  question  shall  be  adjourned. 

Any  Member  of  Council  who  shall  be  personally  interested 
in  the  question  before  the  Council  shall  withdraw  during  the 
consideration  and  decision  of  the  same. 

The  Council  shall  present  and  cause  to  be  read  to  the  Annual 
Meeting  a Report  on  the  general  concerns  of  the  Society  for 
the  preceding  year  ; and  such  Report,  or  the  substance  thereof, 
shall  be  printed,  under  the  direction  of  the  Council,  and  be 
transmitted  to  the  Fellows. 

Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  shall  be  taken 
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by  the  Secretary  and  entered  in  the  Minute  Book.  They  shall 
be  read  over  at  the  next  Meeting  and  signed  by  the  Acting 
Chairman  as  correct. 

XI.  The  Secretary. 

The  duty  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  to  attend  all  Meetings 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Council,  to  take  Minutes  of  all  pro- 
ceedings and  enter  them  in  the  books.  He  shall  also  take 
steps  to  provide  Papers  to  be  read  at  the  Meetings,  and  he 
shall  superintend  all  persons  in  the  employ  of  the  Society, 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  Council. 

XII.  Ordinary  Meetings. 

These  shall  be  held  for  the  transaction  of  the  general  business 
of  the  Society  and  the  reading  of  Papers  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  the  months  of  November,  January,  and  March,  at  whatever 
hour  and  place  the  Council  may  determine.  The  Minutes  of 
the  last  Meeting  shall  be  read  and  signed  as  correct,  the  election 
of  Fellows  shall  take  place,  announcements  made,  and  Papers 
read  and  discussed.  The  decision  of  the  Chairman  upon  all 
questions  of  order  and  the  conduct  of  the  Meeting  shall  be  final. 
Every  Fellow  shall  have  the  privilege  of  introducing  a friend. 

XIII.  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  May.  The  Report  of  the  Council  shall  be  read,  together 
with  a statement  of  the  Accounts  and  the  Report  of  the  Auditors. 
General  questions,  of  which  due  notice  has  been  given  to  all 
Fellows,  shall  be  then  decided.  The  President  shall  deliver  his 
Address. 

XIV.  Summer  Conference. 

At  the  Ordinary  Meeting  in  March  the  question  of  holding 
a Summer  Conference  at  some  place  associated  with  Huguenot 
history  or  tradition  will  be  discussed,  and,  if  such  a Conference 
is  determined  upon,  a Sub- Committee  will  be  appointed  to 
make  the  necessary  inquiries  and  provisional  arrangements, 
and  will  report  to  the  Annual  Meeting  in  May. 

XV.  Special  General  Meetings. 

The  Council  may  at  any  time  call  a Special  General  Meeting 
when  it  seems  to  them  necessary.  Notices,  containing  a clear 
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description  of  the  point  to  be  considered,  must  be  posted  to 
all  the  Fellows  fourteen  days  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  Meeting, 
and  no  other  business  than  that  stated  in  the  notice  shall  be 
brought  forward. 

XVI.  Alteration  of  the  By-Laws. 

The  Council  may  at  any  Annual  Meeting,  or  at  a Special 
General  Meeting  convened  for  the  purpose,  but  not  at  an  Ordinary 
Meeting,  propose  the  enactment  of  any  new  By-Law,  or  the 
alteration  or  repeal  of  any  existing  By-Law. 

Any  ten  Fellows  may  recommend  to  the  Council,  by  a letter 
addressed  to  the  Secretary,  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  any 
measure,  or  the  adoption,  alteration,  or  repeal  of  any  By-Law. 
Such  recommendation  shall  be  considered  at  the  next  Meeting 
of  the  Council,  and,  if  the  decision  arrived  at  is  not  satisfactory 
to  the  proposers,  the  Council,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  twenty 
Fellows,  shall  convene  a Special  General  Meeting,  within  one 
month,  to  decide  the  question. 

XVII.  Publications. 

The  Society  shall  distribute  gratuitously  to  each  Fellow 
one  or  more  publications  annually  of  “ Proceedings,”  which 
shall  consist  of  a concise  narrative  of  the  proceedings  at  Meetings, 
Papers  or  abstracts  of  Papers  read  and  of  the  discussion  thereon, 
and  such  additional  notices  as  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  Council. 

The  Society  shall  also  undertake,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Council,  as  opportunities  arise  and  the  funds  of  the  Society 
permit,  the  publication  of  Huguenot  Church  registers,  genealogies, 
inedited  documents,  and  other  information  bearing  upon 
Huguenot  history. 


LIBRARY. 

The  Society’s  collection  of  Books  was  deposited  in  1900 
with  the  Corporation  of  the  French  Hospital  {La  Providence ), 
Victoria  Park  Road,  E.9.  By  the  arrangement  then  made 
with  that  Corporation,  Fellows  of  the  Society  are  allowed  the 
use  of  the  Hospital  Library  and  to  borrow  books  therefrom  at 
all  reasonable  times  on  written  application  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Hospital.

BY-LAWS. 


I.  Objects. 

1.  The  interchange  and  publication  of  knowledge  relating  to — 

(a)  The  History  of  the  Huguenots  in  France  and  adjoining 

countries. 

(b)  The  Huguenot  Emigrations  from  France. 

(c)  The  Refugee  Settlements  throughout  the  world,  par- 

ticularly those  in  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  and  the 
Channel  Islands,  and  the  resulting  effects  of  those 
Settlements  upon  the  Professions,  Manufactures, 
Commerce,  and  Social  Life  of  the  several  places 
in  which  they  were  made. 

(d)  Huguenot  Genealogy  and  Heraldry,  and  Huguenot 

Church  and  other  Registers. 

2.  To  form  a bond  of  fellowship  among  some  of  those  who 
desire  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  their  Huguenot  ancestors, 
or  who  admire  the  characteristic  Huguenot  virtues. 

II.  Constitution. 

The  Huguenot  Society  of  London  consists  of  an  unlimited 
number  of  Fellows,  ladies  as  well  as  gentlemen,  elected  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

III.  Subscribing  Libraries. 

The  Council  may  also  admit  to  the  privileges  of  Fellow- 
ship Libraries  or  other  bodies,  and  such  Libraries  or  bodies 
shall  pay  the  same  Entrance  Fee  and  Annual  Subscription  as 
the  Fellows,  but  shall  not  be  allowed  to  compound  for  the 

same. 

IV.  Election. 

Every  Candidate  for  admission  to  the  Fellowship  of  the 
Society  must  be  proposed  by  two  Fellows,  one  of  whom  at 
least  must  sign  the  Certificate  from  personal  knowledge.  The 
name  of  the  Candidate,  with  the  names  of  his  proposers,  must 
be  read  out  at  the  next  Ordinary  Meeting,  when  a ballot,  if 
demanded  by  three  Fellows,  shall  be  taken,  one  black  ball  in 
ten  excluding. 

Notice  of  Election  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  every 
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newly  elected  Fellow,  with  a copy  of  the  Rules  of  the  Society 
and  a List  of  the  Fellows. 

Every  Fellow  upon  election  shall  pay  an  Entrance  Dona- 
tion of  one  guinea  and  one  year’s  Subscription.  He  must 
also  sign  the  Fellowship  Book  in  token  of  his  subscribing  to 
the  Rules  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society.  Until  his  compliance 
with  this  rule,  the  new  Fellow  will  remain  incapable  of  enjoy- 
ing any  of  the  privileges  of  the  Fellowship. 


V.  Annual  Subscription. 

The  Annual  Subscription  shall  be  one  and  a half  guineas. 

Annual  Subscriptions  shall  be  due,  in  advance,  on  the 
1st  January  in  each  year,  but  Fellows  elected  at  the  November 
Meeting  will  not  be  called  upon  for  a Subscription  in  the  following 
January. 

Should  the  Subscription  not  have  been  paid  by  the  31st 
March,  the  Treasurer  will  write  to  remind  the  Fellow  of  the 
fact.  If  still  unpaid  by  the  30th  June,  the  Treasurer  shall  notify 
to  the  Fellow  his  suspension  from  all  the  privileges  of  Fellow- 
ship. At  the  Meeting  in  November  the  Chairman  shall  report 
the  names  of  all  Fellows  whose  Subscriptions  are  in  arrear, 
and  announce  that,  if  they  have  not  paid  by  the  31st  December, 
they  will  ipso  facto  cease  to  be  Fellows  of  the  Society. 

In  the  case  of  a Fellow  wishing  to  withdraw  from  the  Society, 
he  will  be  liable  for  the  Subscription  for  the  year  in  which  he 
notifies  to  the  Secretary  his  wish  to  withdraw. 

Any  Fellow  of  the  Society  may  compound  for  the  annua 
subscription  by  a single  payment  to  be  made  in  accordance  witt 
the  following  scale,  viz.  : 

If  under  the  age  of  40  . .a  single  payment  of  30  guinea,1 

If  between  the  ages  of  40  and  50  ,,  ,,  22 \ „ 

If  between  the  ages  of  50  and  65  ,,  ,,  15  „ 

If  over  the  age  of  65  . . . ,,  ,,  74  „ 

Provided  nevertheless  in  the  last  case  that  the  Fellow'  so  com 
pounding  shall  have  been  a Fellow  for  not  less  than  five  years. 


VI.  Honorary  Fellows  and  Corresponding  Members. 

The  Council  may  at  any  time  recommend  the  election  aj 
Honorary  Fellows,  or  as  temporary  Corresponding  Members 
of  duly  proposed  members  of  Huguenot  families  resident  abroad 
of  the  Presidents,  Vice-Presidents,  Members  of  Council,  o 
Honorary  Officers  of  any  foreign  Huguenot  or  Walloon  Society 
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or  other  persons  whose  association  with  this  Society  may  be 
considered  advantageous. 

The  number  of  Honorary  Fellows  shall  not  exceed  twenty, 
and  the  number  of  Corresponding  Members  shall  not  exceed 
ten,  at  any  one  time.  Copies  of  the  publications  of  the  Society 
shall  be  presented  to  them. 

VII.  The  Officers. 

The  governing  body  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President, 
such  number  of  Vice-Presidents  as  the  Society  may  from  time 
to  time  elect  (not  exceeding  a number  to  be  nominated  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Council),  a Council  composed  of  twelve 
Fellows,  a Treasurer,  and  a Secretary.  It  will  have  the  manage- 
ment and  direction  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  subject 
to  the  control  of  a General  Meeting. 

At  each  Annual  Meeting  the  Council  shall  submit  a list  of 
Officers  proposed  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  a copy  of  this  list 
shall  be  sent  to  each  Fellow  a fortnight  before  the  Meeting. 
No  Fellow,  except  the  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary, 
shall  continue  in  the  governing  body  for  more  than  three  con- 
secutive years,  and  four  members  of  the  Council  shall  retire 
every  year.  The  Fellows  will  be  entitled  to  strike  out  any 
names  from  the  list  prepared  by  the  Council,  and  to  insert 
other  names  in  their  place.  Lists  duly  authenticated  by  the 
signatures  of  absent  Fellows  will  be  admissible,  but  all  voting 
papers  incorrectly  filled  up  will  be  rejected.  Honorary  Fellows 
are  not  eligible  as  members  of  the  governing  body.  The  Chair- 
man shall  appoint  two  Scrutineers  and  at  the  close  of  the  Meeting 
he  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  ballot. 

VIII.  The  President  and  Vice-Presidents. 

The  duty  of  the  President  shall  be  to  take  the  Chair  at 
every  Meeting  of  the  Society  and  Council,  to  regulate  and 
keep  order  in  all  the  proceedings,  and  to  carry  into  effect  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Society.  He  shall  not  hold  office  for  more 
than  three  consecutive  years. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents 
shall  take  the  Chair  ; and  in  case  of  the  absence  of  those  Officers, 
the  Meeting  may  elect  any  other  Fellow  present  to  take  the  Chair. 

The  President,  or  Chairman,  shall  not  vote  on  any  question 
brought  before  the  Meeting,  except  where  a casting  vote  be 
necessary,  in  which  case  he  shall  give  such  casting  vote. 
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IX.  The  Treasurer  and  Trustees. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  ex  officio  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Society,  and  the  Funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  vested  in  his 
name  and  in  the  names  of  two  other  Trustees,  who  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Council. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a regular  account  of  receipts  and 
payments  in  the  mode  which  may  seem  most  proper  to  the 
Council,  who  shall  have  the  direction  and  control  of  the  money 
in  his  hands. 

No  sum  of  money  payable  on  account  of  the  Society,  amount- 
ing to  five  pounds  and  upward,  shall  be  paid  except  by  order 
of  the  Council,  signed  by  the  President  or  Chairman,  and  recorded 
by  the  Secretary. 

The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually  by 
two  Auditors  chosen  by  the  Society  at  the  Meeting  in  March. 
The  Auditors  shall  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting  the  particulars 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  past  year  and  the  general 
state  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Society. 

X.  The  Council. 

The  Council  shall  meet  at  such  times  as  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents, 
the  Treasurer,  or  the  Secretary,  due  and  sufficient  notice  being 
previously  sent  to  every  Fellow. 

No  business  shall  be  transacted  in  Council  unless  there  be 
five  or  more  Fellows  present. 

The  ordinary  method  of  voting  in  Council  shall  be  by  show 
of  hands  ; but  a ballot  shall  be  taken  in  cases  prescribed  by 
any  regulations  of  the  Council,  or  when  demanded  by  any 
Fellow  present. 

The  majority  of  votes  shall  decide  every  question ; and  in 
case  of  an  equality  of  votes  the  question  shall  be  adjourned. 

Any  Member  of  Council  who  shall  be  personally  interested 
in  the  question  before  the  Council  shall  withdraw  during  the 
consideration  and  decision  of  the  same. 

The  Council  shall  present  and  cause  to  be  read  to  the  Annual 
Meeting  a Report  on  the  general  concerns  of  the  Society  for 
bhe  preceding  year  ; and  such  Report,  or  the  substance  thereof, 
shall  be  printed,  under  the  direction  of  the  Council,  and  be 
transmitted  to  the  Fellows. 

Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  shall  be  taker 
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by  the  Secretary  and  entered  in  the  Minute  Book.  They  shall 
be  read  over  at  the  next  Meeting  and  signed  by  the  Acting 
Chairman  as  correct. 

XI.  The  Secretary. 

The  duty  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  to  attend  all  Meetings 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Council,  to  take  Minutes  of  all  pro- 
ceedings and  enter  them  in  the  books.  He  shall  also  take 
steps  to  provide  Papers  to  be  read  at  the  Meetings,  and  he 
shall  superintend  all  persons  in  the  employ  of  the  Society, 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  Council. 

XII.  Ordinary  Meetings. 

These  shall  be  held  for  the  transaction  of  the  general  business 
of  the  Society  and  the  reading  of  Papers  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  the  months  of  November,  January,  and  March,  at  whatever 
hour  and  place  the  Council  may  determine.  The  Minutes  of 
the  last  Meeting  shall  be  read  and  signed  as  correct,  the  election 
of  Fellows  shall  take  place,  announcements  made,  and  Papers 
read  and  discussed.  The  decision  of  the  Chairman  upon  all 
questions  of  order  and  the  conduct  of  the  Meeting  shall  be  final. 
Every  Fellow  shall  have  the  privilege  of  introducing  a friend. 

XIII.  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  May.  The  Report  of  the  Council  shall  be  read,  together 
with  a statement  of  the  Accounts  and  the  Report  of  the  Auditors. 
General  questions,  of  which  due  notice  has  been  given  to  all 
Fellows,  shall  be  then  decided.  The  President  shall  deliver  his 
Address. 

XIV.  Summer  Conference. 

At  the  Ordinary  Meeting  in  March  the  question  of  holding 
a Summer  Conference  at  some  place  associated  with  Huguenot 
history  or  tradition  will  be  discussed,  and,  if  such  a Conference 
is  determined  upon,  a Sub-Committee  will  be  appointed  to 
make  the  necessary  inquiries  and  provisional  arrangements, 
and  will  report  to  the  Annual  Meeting  in  May. 

XV.  Special  General  Meetings. 

The  Council  may  at  any  time  call  a Special  General  Meeting 
when  it  seems  to  them  necessary.  Notices,  containing  a clear 
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description  of  the  point  to  be  considered,  must  be  posted  to 
all  the  Fellows  fourteen  days  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  Meeting, 
and  no  other  business  than  that  stated  in  the  notice  shall  be 
brought  forward. 


XVI.  Alteration  of  the  By-Laws. 

The  Council  may  at  any  Annual  Meeting,  or  at  a Special 
General  Meeting  convened  for  the  purpose,  but  not  at  an  Ordinary 
Meeting,  propose  the  enactment  of  any  new  By-Law,  or  the 
alteration  or  repeal  of  any  existing  By-Law. 

Any  ten  Fellows  may  recommend  to  the  Council,  by  a letter 
addressed  to  the  Secretary,  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  any 
measure,  or  the  adoption,  alteration,  or  repeal  of  any  By-Law. 
Such  recommendation  shall  be  considered  at  the  next  Meeting 
of  the  Council,  and,  if  the  decision  arrived  at  is  not  satisfactory 
to  the  proposers,  the  Council,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  twenty 
Fellows,  shall  convene  a Special  General  Meeting,  within  one 
month,  to  decide  the  question. 

XVII.  Publications. 

The  Society  shall  distribute  gratuitously  to  each  Fellow 
one  or  more  publications  annually  of  “ Proceedings,”  which 
shall  consist  of  a concise  narrative  of  the  proceedings  at  Meetings, 
Papers  or  abstracts  of  Papers  read  and  of  the  discussion  thereon, 
and  such  additional  notices  as  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  Council. 

The  Society  shall  also  undertake,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Council,  as  opportunities  arise  and  the  funds  of  the  Society 
permit,  the  publication  of  Huguenot  Church  registers,  genealogies, 
inedited  documents,  and  other  information  bearing  upon 
Huguenot  history. 


LIBRARY.

BY-LAWS. 


I.  Objects. 

1.  The  interchange  and  publication  of  knowledge  relating  to — 

(a)  The  History  of  the  Huguenots  in  France  and  adjoining 

countries. 

(b)  The  Huguenot  Emigrations  from  France. 

(c)  The  Refugee  Settlements  throughout  the  world,  par- 

ticularly those  in  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  and  the 
Channel  Islands,  and  the  resulting  effects  of  those 
Settlements  upon  the  Professions,  Manufactures, 
Commerce,  and  Social  Life  of  the  several  places 
in  which  they  were  made. 

(d)  Huguenot  Genealogy  and  Heraldry,  and  Huguenot 

Church  and  other  Registers. 

2.  To  form  a bond  of  fellowship  among  some  of  those  who 
lesire  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  their  Huguenot  ancestors, 
)r  who  admire  the  characteristic  Huguenot  virtues. 

II.  Constitution. 

The  Huguenot  Society  of  London  consists  of  an  unlimited 
lumber  of  Fellows,  ladies  as  well  as  gentlemen,  elected  as 
lereinafter  provided. 

III.  Subscribing  Libraries. 

The  Council  may  also  admit  to  the  privileges  of  Fellow- 
ihip  Libraries  or  other  bodies,  and  such  Libraries  or  bodies 
hall  pay  the  same  Entrance  Fee  and  Annual  Subscription  as 
he  Fellows,  but  shall  not  be  allowed  to  compound  for  the 

a me. 

IV.  Election. 

Every  Candidate  for  admission  to  the  Fellowship  of  the 
Society  must  be  proposed  by  two  Fellows,  one  of  whom  at 
east  must  sign  the  Certificate  from  personal  knowledge.  The 
lame  of  the  Candidate,  with  the  names  of  his  proposers,  must 
)e  read  out  at  the  next  Ordinary  Meeting,  when  a ballot,  if 
lemanded  by  three  Fellows,  shall  be  taken,  one  black  ball  in 
en  excluding. 

Notice  of  Election  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  every 
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newly  elected  Fellow,  with  a copy  of  the  Rules  of  the  Society 
and  a List  of  the  Fellows. 

Every  Fellow  upon  election  shall  pay  an  Entrance  Dona 
tion  of  one  guinea  and  one  year’s  Subscription.  He  musl 
also  sign  the  Fellowship  Book  in  token  of  his  subscribing  t( 
the  Rules  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society.  Until  his  compliance 
with  this  rule,  the  new  Fellow  will  remain  incapable  of  enjoy 
ing  any  of  the  privileges  of  the  Fellowship. 


V.  Annual  Subscription. 

The  Annual  Subscription  shall  be  one  and  a half  guineas. 

Annual  Subscriptions  shall  be  due,  in  advance,  on  tht 
1st  January  in  each  year,  but  Fellows  elected  at  the  Novembei 
Meeting  will  not  be  called  upon  for  a Subscription  in  the  following 
January. 

Should  the  Subscription  not  have  been  paid  by  the  31s* 
March,  the  Treasurer  will  write  to  remind  the  Fellow  of  th< 
fact.  If  still  unpaid  by  the  30th  June,  the  Treasurer  shall  notify 
to  the  Fellow  his  suspension  from  all  the  privileges  of  Fellow- 
ship. At  the  Meeting  in  November  the  Chairman  shall  repor 
the  names  of  all  Fellows  whose  Subscriptions  are  in  arrears 
and  announce  that,  if  they  have  not  paid  by  the  31st  December 
they  will  ipso  facto  cease  to  be  Fellows  of  the  Society. 

In  the  case  of  a Fellow  wishing  to  withdraw  from  the  Society 
he  will  be  liable  for  the  Subscription  for  the  year  in  which  h« 
notifies  to  the  Secretary  his  wish  to  withdraw. 

Any  Fellow  of  the  Society  may  compound  for  the  annual 
subscription  by  a single  payment  to  be  made  in  accordance  wit  1 
the  following  scale,  viz.  :

VI.  Honorary  Fellows  and  Corresponding  Members. 
The  Council  may  at  any  time  recommend  the  election  a 
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Honorary  Fellows,  or  as  temporary  Corresponding  Members, 
of  duly  proposed  members  of  Huguenot  families  resident  abroad, 
of  the  Presidents,  Vice-Presidents,  Members  of  Council,  or 
Honorary  Officers  of  any  foreign  Huguenot  or  Walloon  Society, 
or  other  persons  whose  association  with  this  Society  may  be 
considered  advantageous. 

The  number  of  Honorary  Fellows  shall  not  exceed  twenty, 
and  the  number  of  Corresponding  Members  shall  not  exceed 
ten,  at  any  one  time.  Copies  of  the  publications  of  the  Society 
shall  be  presented  to  them. 

VII.  The  Officers. 

The  governing  body  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President, 
such  number  of  Vice-Presidents  as  the  Society  may  from  time 
to  time  elect  (not  exceeding  a number  to  be  nominated  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Council),  a Council  composed  of  twelve 
Fellows,  a Treasurer,  and  a Secretary.  It  will  have  the  manage- 
ment and  direction  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  subject 
to  the  control  of  a General  Meeting. 

At  each  Annual  Meeting  the  Council  shall  submit  a list  of 
Officers  proposed  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  a copy  of  this  list 
shall  be  sent  to  each  Fellow  a fortnight  before  the  Meeting. 
No  Fellow,  except  the  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary, 
shall  continue  in  the  governing  body  for  more  than  three  con- 
secutive years,  and  four  members  of  the  Council  shall  retire 
every  year.  The  Fellows  will  be  entitled  to  strike  out  any 
names  from  the  list  prepared  by  the  Council,  and  to  insert 
other  names  in  their  place.  Lists  duly  authenticated  by  the 
signatures  of  absent  Fellows  will  be  admissible,  but  all  voting 
papers  incorrectly  filled  up  will  be  rejected.  Honorary  Fellows 
are  not  eligible  as  members  of  the  governing  body.  The  Chair- 
man shall  appoint  two  Scrutineers  and  at  the  close  of  the  Meeting 
he  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  ballot. 

VIII.  The  President  and  Vice-Presidents. 

The  duty  of  the  President  shall  be  to  take  the  Chair  at 
every  Meeting  of  the  Society  and  Council,  to  regulate  and 
keep  order  in  all  the  proceedings,  and  to  carry  into  effect  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Society.  He  shall  not  hold  office  for  more 
than  three  consecutive  years. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents 
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shall  take  the  Chair  ; and  in  case  of  the  absence  of  those  Officers, 
the  Meeting  may  elect  any  other  Fellow  present  to  take  the  Chair.t 

The  President,  or  Chairman,  shall  not  vote  on  any  question 
brought  before  the  Meeting,  except  where  a casting  vote  be 
necessary,  in  which  case  he  shall  give  such  casting  vote. 

IX.  The  Treasurer  and  Trustees. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  ex  officio  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Society,  and  the  Funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  vested  in  his 
name  and  in  the  names  of  two  other  Trustees,  who  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Council. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a regular  account  of  receipts  and 
payments  in  the  mode  which  may  seem  most  proper  to  tho 
Council,  who  shall  have  the  direction  and  control  of  the  money 
in  his  hands. 

No  sum  of  money  payable  on  account  of  the  Society,  amount- 
ing to  five  pounds  and  upward,  shall  be  paid  except  by  order 
of  the  Council,  signed  by  the  President  or  Chairman,  and  recorded 
by  the  Secretary. 

The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually  b\ 
two  Auditors  chosen  by  the  Society  at  the  Meeting  in  March 
The  Auditors  shall  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting  the  particulars 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  past  year  and  the  genera 
state  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Society. 

X.  The  Council. 

The  Council  shall  meet  at  such  times  as  shall  be  appointee, 
by  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents 
the  Treasurer,  or  the  Secretary,  due  and  sufficient  notice  beii^ 
previously  sent  to  every  Fellow.. 

No  business  shall  be  transacted  in  Council  unless  there  b( 
five  or  more  Fellows  present. 

The  ordinary  method  of  voting  in  Council  shall  be  by  show 
of  hands ; but  a ballot  shall  be  taken  in  cases  prescribed  b\ 
any  regulations  of  the  Council,  or  when  demanded  by  am 
Fellow  present. 

The  majority  of  votes  shall  decide  every  question ; and  ii 
case  of  an  equality  of  votes  th.e  question  shall  be  adjourned. 

Any  Member  of  Council  who  shall  be  personally  interestec 
in  the  question  before  the  Council  shall  withdraw  during  th< 
consideration  and  decision  of  the  same. 

The  Council  shall  present  and  cause  to  be  read  to  the  Annua 
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Meeting  a Report  on  the  general  concerns  of  the  Society  for 
the  preceding  year  ; and  such  Report,  or  the  substance  thereof, 
shall  be  printed,  under  the  direction  of  the  Council,  and  be 
transmitted  to  the  Fellows. 

Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  shall  be  taken 
by  the  Secretary  and  entered  in  the  Minute  Book.  They  shall 
be  read  over  at  the  next  Meeting  and  signed  by  the  Acting 
Chairman  as  correct. 

XI.  The  Secretary. 

The  duty  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  to  attend  all  Meetings 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Council,  to  take  Minutes  of  all  pro- 
ceedings and  enter  them  in  the  books.  He  shall  also  take 
steps  to  provide  Papers  to  be  read  at  the  Meetings,  and  he 
shall  superintend  all  persons  in  the  employ  of  the  Society, 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  Council. 

XII.  Ordinary  Meetings. 

These  shall  be  held  for  the  transaction  of  the  general  business 
of  the  Society  and  the  reading  of  Papers  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  the  months  of  November,  January,  and  March,  at  whatever 
hour  and  place  the  Council  may  determine.  The  Minutes  of 
the  last  Meeting  shall  be  read  and  signed  as  correct,  the  election 
of  Fellows  shall  take  place,  announcements  made,  and  Papers 
read  and  discussed.  The  decision  of  the  Chairman  upon  all 
questions  of  order  and  the  conduct  of  the  Meeting  shall  be  final. 
Every  Fellow  shall  have  the  privilege  of  introducing  a friend. 

XIII.  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  May.  The  Report  of  the  Council  shall  be  read,  together 
with  a statement  of  the  Accounts  and  the  Report  of  the  Auditors. 
General  questions,  of  which  due  notice  has  been  given  to  all 
Fellows,  shall  be  then  decided.  The  President  shall  deliver  his 
Address. 

XIV.  Summer  Conference. 

At  the  Ordinary  Meeting  in  March  the  question  of  holding 
a Summer  Conference  at  some  place  associated  with  Huguenot 
history  or  tradition  will  be  discussed,  and,  if  such  a Conference 
is  determined  upon,  a Sub-Committee  will  be  appointed  to 
make  the  necessary  inquiries  and  provisional  arrangements, 
and  will  report  to  the  Annual  Meeting  in  May. 
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XV.  Special  General  Meetings. 

The  Council  may  at  any  time  call  a Special  General  Meeting 
when  it  seems  to  them  necessary.  Notices,  containing  a clear 
description  of  the  point  to  be  considered,  must  be  posted  to 
all  the  Fellows  fourteen  days  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  Meeting, 
and  no  other  business  than  that  stated  in  the  notice  shall  be 
brought  forward. 

XVI.  Alteration  of  the  By-Laws. 

The  Council  may  at  any  Annual  Meeting,  or  at  a Special 
General  Meeting  convened  for  the  purpose,  but  not  at  an  Ordinary 
Meeting,  propose  the  enactment  of  any  new  By-Law,  or  the 
alteration  or  repeal  of  any  existing  By-Law. 

Any  ten  Fellows  may  recommend  to  the  Council,  by  a letter 
addressed  to  the  Secretary,  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  any 
measure,  or  the  adoption,  alteration,  or  repeal  of  any  By-Law. 
Such  recommendation  shall  be  considered  at  the  next  Meeting 
of  the  Council,  and,  if  the  decision  arrived  at  is  not  satisfactory 
to  the  proposers,  the  Council,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  twenty 
Fellows,  shall  convene  a Special  General  Meeting,  within  one 
month,  to  decide  the  question. 

XVII.  Publications. 

The  Society  shall  distribute  gratuitously  to  each  Fellow 
one  or  more  publications  annually  of  “ Proceedings,”  which 
shall  consist  of  a concise  narrative  of  the  proceedings  at  Meetings, 
Papers  or  abstracts  of  Papers  read  and  of  the  discussion  thereon, 
and  such  additional  notices  as  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  Council. 

The  Society  shall  also  undertake,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Council,  as  opportunities  arise  and  the  funds  of  the  Society 
permit,  the  publication  of  Huguenot  Church  registers,  genealogies, 
inedited  documents,  and  other  information  bearing  upon 
Huguenot  history.  

LIBRARY. 

The  Society’s  collection  of  Books  was  deposited  in  1900 
with  the  Corporation  of  the  French  Hospital  (La  Providence ), 
Victoria  Park  Road,  E.9.  By  the  arrangement  then  made 
with  that  Corporation,  Fellows  of  the  Society  are  allowed  the 
use  of  the  Hospital  Library  and  to  borrow  books  therefrom  at 
all  reasonable  times  on  written  application  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Hospital.

BY-LAWS. 


I.  Objects. 

1.  The  interchange  and  publication  of  knowledge  relating  to-  - 

(a)  The  History  of  the  Huguenots  in  France  and  adjoining 

countries. 

(b)  The  Huguenot  Emigrations  from  France. 

(c)  The  Refugee  Settlements  throughout  the  world,  par- 

ticularly those  in  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  and  the 
Channel  Islands,  and  the  resulting  effects  of  those 
Settlements  upon  the  Professions,  Manufactures, 
Commerce,  and  Social  Life  of  the  several  places 
in  which  they  were  made. 

(d)  Huguenot  Genealogy  and  Heraldry,  and  Huguenot 

Church  and  other  Registers. 

2.  To  form  a bond  of  fellowship  among  some  of  those  who 
desire  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  their  Huguenot  ancestors, 
or  who  admire  the  characteristic  Huguenot  virtues. 

II.  Constitution. 

The  Huguenot  Society  of  London  consists  of  an  unlimited 
number  of  Fellows,  ladies  as  well  as  gentlemen,  elected  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

III.  Subscribing  Libraries. 

The  Council  may  also  admit  to  the  privileges  of  Fellow- 
ship Libraries  or  other  bodies,  and  such  Libraries  or  bodies 
shall  pay  the  same  Annual  Subscription  as  the  Fellows,  but 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  compound  for  the  same. 

IY.  Election. 

Every  Candidate  for  admission  to  the  Fellowship  of  the 
Society  must  be  proposed  by  two  Fellows,  one  of  whom  at 
least  must  sign  the  Certificate  from  personal  knowledge.  The 
name  of  the  Candidate,  with  the  names  of  his  proposers,  must 
be  read  out  at  the  next  Ordinary  Meeting,  when  a ballot,  if 
demanded  by  three  Fellows,  shall  be  taken,  one  black  ball  in 
ten  excluding. 

Notice  of  Election  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  every 
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newly  elected  Fellow,  with  a copy  of  the  Rules  of  the  Society 
and  a List  of  the  Fellows. 

Every  Fellow  upon  election  shall  pay  one  year's  Subscription. 
He  must  also  sign  the  Fellowship  Book  in  token  of  his  sub- 
scribing to  the  Rules  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society.  Until  his 
compliance  with  this  rule,  the  new  Fellow  will  remain  incapable 
of  enjoying  any  of  the  privileges  of  the  Fellowship. 

V.  Annual  Subscription. 

The  Annual  Subscription  shall  be  one  and  a half  guineas. 

Annual  Subscriptions  shall  b^  due,  in  advance,  on  the 
1st  January  in  each  year,  but  Fellows  elected  at  the  November 
Meeting  will  not  be  called  upon  for  a Subscription  in  the  following 
January. 

Should  the  Subscription  not  have  been  paid  by  the  31st 
March,  the  Treasurer  will  write  to  remind  the  Fellow  of  the 
fact.  If  still  unpaid  by  the  30th  June,  the  Treasurer  shall  notify 
to  the  Fellow  his  suspension  from  all  the  privileges  of  Fellow- 
ship. At  the  Meeting  in  November  the  Chairman  shall  report 
the  names  of  all  Fellows  whose  Subscriptions  are  in  arrear, 
and  announce  that,  if  they  have  not  paid  by  the  31st  December, 
they  will  ipso  facto  cease  to  be  Fellows  of  the  Society. 

In  the  case  of  a Fellow  wishing  to  withdraw  from  the  Society, 
he  will  be  liable  for  the  Subscription  for  the  year  in  which  he 
notifies  to  the  Secretary  his  wish  to  withdraw. 

Any  Fellow  of  the  Society  may  compound  for  the  annual 
subscription  by  a single  payment  to  be  made  in  accordance  with 
the  following  scale,  viz.  :

Provided  nevertheless  in  the  last  case  that  the  Fellow  so  com- 
pounding shall  have  been  a Fellow  for  not  less  than  five  years. 

VI.  Honorary  Fellows  and  Corresponding  Members. 
The  Council  may  at  any  time  recommend  the  election  as 
Honorary  Fellows,  or  as  temporary  Corresponding  Members, 
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of  duly  proposed  members  of  Huguenot  families  resident  abroad, 
of  the  Presidents,  Vice-Presidents.  Members  < f ( 

Honorary  Officers  of  any  foreign  Huguenot  or  Walloon  Society, 
or  other  persons  whose  association  with  this  Society  may  be 
considered  advantageous. 

The  number  of  Honorary  Fellows  shall  not  exceed  twenty, 
and  the  number  of  Corresponding  Members  shall  not  exceed 
ten,  at  any  one  time.  Copies  of  the  publications  of  the  Society 
shall  be  presented  to  them. 

VII.  The  Officers. 

The  governing  body  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President, 
such  number  of  Vice-Presidents  as  the  Society  may  from  time 
to  time  elect  (not  exceeding  a number  to  be  nominated  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Council),  a Council  composed  of  twelve 
Fellows,  a Treasurer,  and  a Secretary.  It  will  have  the  manage- 
ment and  direction  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  subject 
to  the  control  of  a General  Meeting. 

At  each  Annual  Meeting  the  Council  shall  submit  a list  of 
Officers  proposed  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  a copy  of  this  list 
shall  be  sent  to  each  Fellow  a fortnight  before  the  Meeting. 
No  Fellow,  except  the  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary, 
shall  continue  in  the  governing  body  for  more  than  three  con- 
secutive years,  and  four  members  of  the  Council  shall  retire 
every  year.  The  Fellows  will  be  entitled  to  strike  out  any 
names  from  the  list  prepared  by  the  Council,  and  to  insert 
other  names  in  their  place.  Lists  duly  authenticated  by  the 
signatures  of  absent  Fellows  will  be  admissible,  but  all  voting 
papers  incorrectly  filled  up  will  be  rejected.  Honorary  Fellows 
are  not  eligible  as  members  of  the  governing  body.  The  Chair- 
man shall  appoint  two  Scrutineers  and  at  the  close  of  the  Meeting 
he  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  ballot. 

VIII.  The  President  and  Vice-Presidents. 

The  duty  of  the  President  shall  be  to  take  the  Chair  at 
every  Meeting  of  the  Society  and  Council,  to  regulate  and 
keep  order  in  all  the  proceedings,  and  to  carry  into  effect  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Society.  He  shall  not  hold  office  for  more 
than  three  consecutive  years. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents 
shall  take  the  Chair  ; and  in  case  of  the  absence  of  those  Officers, 
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the  Meeting  may  elect  any  other  Fellow  present  to  take  the 
Chair. 

The  President,  or  Chairman,  shall  not  vote  on  any  question 
brought  before  the  Meeting,  except  where  a casting  vote  be 
necessary,  in  which  case  he  shall  give  such  casting  vote. 

IX.  The  Treasurer  and  Trustees. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  ex  officio  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Society,  and  the  Funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  vested  in  his 
name  and  in  the  names  of  two  other  Trustees,  who  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Council. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a regular  account  of  receipts  and 
payments  in  the  mode  which  may  seem  most  proper  to  the 
Council,  who  shall  have  the  direction  and  control  of  the  money 
in  his  hands. 

No  sum  of  money  payable  on  account  of  the  Society,  amount- 
ing to  five  pounds  and  upward,  shall  be  paid  except  by  order 
of  the  Council,  signed  by  the  President  or  Chairman,  and  recorded 
by  the  Secretary. 

The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually  by 
two  Auditors  chosen  by  the  Society  at  the  Meeting  in  March. 
The  Auditors  shall  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting  the  particulars 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  past  year  and  the  general 
state  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Society. 

X.  The  Council. 

The  Council  shall  meet  at  such  times  as  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents, 
the  Treasurer,  or  the  Secretary,  due  and  sufficient  notice  being 
previously  sent  to  every  Fellow. 

No  business  shall  be  transacted  in  Council  unless  there  be 
five  or  more  Fellows  present. 

The  ordinary  method  of  voting  in  Council  shall  be  by  show 
of  hands ; but  a ballot  shall  be  taken  in  cases  prescribed  by 
any  regulations  of  the  Council,  or  when  demanded  by  any 
Fellow  present. 

The  majority  of  votes  shall  decide  every  question ; and  in 
case  of  an  equality  of  votes  the  question  shall  be  adjourned. 

Any  Member  of  Council  who  shall  be  personally  interested 
in  the  question  before  the  Council  shall  withdraw  during  the 
consideration  and  decision  of  the  same. 

The  Council  shall  present  and  cause  to  be  read  to  the  Annual 
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Meeting  a Report  on  the  general  concen 

the  preceding  year  ; and  such  Report,  or  the 

shall  be  printed,  under  the  direction  of  the  Council,  and  be 

transmitted  to  the  Fellows. 

Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  shall  be  taken 
by  the  Secretary  and  entered  in  the  Minute  Book.  They  shall 
be  read  over  at  the  next  Meeting  and  signed  by  the  Acting 
Chairman  as  correct. 

XI.  The  Secretary. 

The  duty  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  to  attend  all  Meetings 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Council,  to  take  Minutes  of  all  pro- 
ceedings and  enter  them  in  the  books.  He  shall  also  take 
steps  to  provide  Papers  to  be  read  at  the  Meetings,  and  he 
shall  superintend  all  persons  in  the  employ  of  the  Society, 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  Council. 

XII.  Ordinary  Meetings. 

These  shall  be  held  for  the  transaction  of  the  general  business 
of  the  Society  and  the  reading  of  Papers  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  the  months  of  November,  January,  and  March,  at  whatever 
hour  and  place  the  Council  may  determine.  The  Minutes  of 
the  last  Meeting  shall  be  read  and  signed  as  correct,  the  election 
of  Fellows  shall  take  place,  announcements  made,  and  Papers 
read  and  discussed.  The  decision  of  the  Chairman  upon  all 
questions  of  order  and  the  conduct  of  the  Meeting  shall  be  final. 
Every  Fellow  shall  have  the  privilege  of  introducing  a friend. 

XIII.  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  May.  The  Report  of  the  Council  shall  be  read,  together 
with  a statement  of  the  Accounts  and  the  Report  of  the  Auditors. 
General  questions,  of  which  due  notice  has  been  given  to  all 
Fellows,  shall  be  then  decided.  The  President  shall  deliver  his 
Address. 

XIV.  Summer  Conference. 

At  the  Ordinary  Meeting  in  March  the  question  of  holding 
a Summer  Conference  at  some  place  associated  with  Huguenot 
history  or  tradition  will  be  discussed,  and,  if  such  a Conference 
is  determined  upon,  a Sub-Committee  will  be  appointed  to 
make  the  necessary  inquiries  and  provisional  arrangements, 
and  will  report  to  the  Annual  Meeting  in  May. 
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XV.  Special  General  Meetings. 

The  Council  may  at  any  time  call  a Special  General  Meeting 
when  it  seems  to  them  necessary.  Notices,  containing  a clear 
description  of  the  point  to  be  considered,  must  be  posted  to 
all  the  Fellows  fourteen  days  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  Meeting, 
and  no  other  business  than  that  stated  in  the  notice  shall  be 
brought  forward. 

XVI.  Alteration  of  the  By-Laws. 

The  Council  may  at  any  Annual  Meeting,  or  at  a Special 
General  Meeting  convened  for  the  purpose,  but  not  at  an  Ordinary 
Meeting,  propose  the  enactment  of  any  new  By-Law,  or  the 
alteration  or  repeal  of  any  existing  By-Law. 

Any  ten  Fellows  may  recommend  to  the  Council,  by  a letter 
addressed  to  the  Secretary,  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  any 
measure,  or  the  adoption,  alteration,  or  repeal  of  any  By-Law. 
Such  recommendation  shall  be  considered  at  the  next  Meeting 
of  the  Council,  and,  if  the  decision  arrived  at  is  not  satisfactory 
to  the  proposers,  the  Council,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  twenty 
Fellows,  shall  convene  a Special  General  Meeting,  within  one 
month,  to  decide  the  question. 

XVII.  Publications. 

The  Society  shall  distribute  gratuitously  to  each  Fellow 
one  or  more  publications  annually  of  “ Proceedings,”  which 
shall  consist  of  a concise  narrative  of  the  proceedings  at  Meetings, 
Papers  or  abstracts  of  Papers  read  and  of  the  discussion  thereon, 
and  such  additional  notices  as  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  Council. 

The  Society  shall  also  undertake,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Council,  as  opportunities  arise  and  the  funds  of  the  Society 
permit,  the  publication  of  Huguenot  Church  registers,  genealogies, 
inedited  documents,  and  other  information  bearing  upon 
Huguenot  history.  

LIBRARY. 

The  Society’s  collection  of  Books  was  deposited  in  1900 
with  the  Corporation  of  the  French  Hospital  (La  Providence ), 
Victoria  Park  Road,  E.9.  By  the  arrangement  then  made 
with  that  Corporation,  Fellows  of  the  Society  are  allowed  the 
use  of  the  Hospital  Library  and  to  borrow  books  therefrom  at 
all  reasonable  times  on  written  application  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Hospital.

BY-LAWS. 


I.  Objects. 

1.  The  interchange  and  publication  of  knowledge  relating  to- 

(a)  The  History  of  the  Huguenots  in  France  and  adjoining 

countries. 

(b)  The  Huguenot  Emigrations  from  France. 

(c)  The  Refugee  Settlements  throughout  the  world,  par- 

ticularly those  in  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  and  the 
Channel  Islands,  and  the  resulting  effects  of  those 
Settlements  upon  the  Professions,  Manufactures, 
Commerce,  and  Social  Life  of  the  several  places 
in  which  they  were  made. 

(d)  Huguenot  Genealogy  and  Heraldry,  and  Huguenot 

Church  and  other  Registers. 

2.  To  form  a bond  of  fellowship  among  some  of  those  who 
desire  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  their  Huguenot  ancestors, 
or  who  admire  the  characteristic  Huguenot  virtues. 

II.  Constitution. 

The  Huguenot  Society  of  London  consists  of  an  unlimited 
number  of  Fellows,  ladies  as  well  as  gentlemen,  elected  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

III.  Subscribing  Libraries. 

The  Council  may  also  admit  to  the  privileges  of  Fellow- 
ship Libraries  or  other  bodies,  and  such  Libraries  or  bodies 
shall  pay  the  same  Annual  Subscription  as  the  Fellows,  but 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  compound  for  the  same. 

IV.  Election. 

Every  Candidate  for  admission  to  the  Fellowship  of  the 
Society  must  be  proposed  by  two  Fellows,  one  of  whom  at 
least  must  sign  the  Certificate  from  personal  knowledge.  The 
name  of  the  Candidate,  with  the  names  of  his  proposers,  must 
be  read  out  at  the  next  Ordinary  Meeting,  when  a ballot,  if 
demanded  by  three  Fellows,  shall  be  taken,  one  black  ball  in 
ten  excluding. 

Notice  of  Election  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  every 
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newly  elected  Fellow,  with  a copy  of  the  Rules  of  the  Society 
and  a List  of  the  Fellows. 

Every  Fellow  upon  election  shall  pay  one  year’s  Subscription. 
He  must  also  sign  the  Fellowship  Book  in  token  of  his  sub- 
scribing to  the  Rules  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society.  Until  his 
compliance  with  this  rule,  the  new  Fellow  will  remain  incapable 
of  enjoying  any  of  the  privileges  of  the  Fellowship. 

V.  Annual  Subscription. 

The  Annual  Subscription  shall  be  one  and  a half  guineas. 

Annual  Subscriptions  shall  be  due,  in  advance,  on  the 
1st  January  in  each  year,  but  Fellows  elected  at  the  November 
Meeting  will  not  be  called  upon  for  a Subscription  in  the  following 
January. 

Should  the  Subscription  not  have  been  paid  by  the  31st 
March,  the  Treasurer  will  write  to  remind  the  Fellow  of  the 
fact.  If  still  unpaid  by  the  30th  June,  the  Treasurer  shall  notify 
to  the  Fellow  his  suspension  from  all  the  privileges  of  Fellow- 
ship. At  the  Meeting  in  November  the  Chairman  shall  report 
the  names  of  all  Fellows  whose  Subscriptions  are  in  arrear, 
and  announce  that,  if  they  have  not  paid  by  the  31st  December, 
they  will  ijpso  facto  cease  to  be  Fellows  of  the  Society. 

In  the  case  of  a Fellow  wishing  to  withdraw  from  the  Society, 
he  will  be  liable  for  the  Subscription  for  the  year  in  which  he 
notifies  to  the  Secretary  his  wish  to  withdraw. 

Any  Fellow  of  the  Society  may  compound  for  the  annual 
subscription  by  a single  payment  to  be  made  in  accordance  with

VI.  Honorary  Fellows  and  Corresponding  Members. 
The  Council  may  at  any  time  recommend  the  election  as 
Honorary  Fellows,  or  as  temporary  Corresponding  Members, 
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of  duly  proposed  members  of  Huguenot  families  resident  abroad, 
of  the  Presidents,  Vice-Presidents,  Members  of  Council,  or 
Honorary  Officers  of  any  foreign  Huguenot  or  Walloon  Societv, 
or  other  persons  whose  association  with  this  Society  may  be 
considered  advantageous. 

The  number  of  Honorary  Fellows  shall  not  exceed  twenty, 
and  the  number  of  Corresponding  Members  shall  not  exceed 
ten,  at  any  one  time.  Copies  of  the  publications  of  the  Society 
shall  be  presented  to  them. 

VII.  The  Officers. 

The  governing  body  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President, 
such  number  of  Vice-Presidents  as  the  Society  may  from  time 
to  time  elect  (not  exceeding  a number  to  be  nominated  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Council),  a Council  composed  of  twelve 
Fellows,  a Treasurer,  and  a Secretary.  It  will  have  the  manage- 
ment and  direction  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  subject 
to  the  control  of  a General  Meeting. 

At  each  Annual  Meeting  the  Council  shall  submit  a list  of 
Officers  proposed  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  a copy  of  this  list 
shall  be  sent  to  each  Fellow  a fortnight  before  the  Meeting. 
No  Fellow,  except  the  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary, 
shall  continue  in  the  governing  body  for  more  than  three  con- 
secutive years,  and  four  members  of  the  Council  shall  retire 
every  year.  The  Fellows  will  be  entitled  to  strike  out  any 
names  from  the  list  prepared  by  the  Council,  and  to  insert 
other  names  in  their  place.  Lists  duly  authenticated  by  the 
signatures  of  absent  Fellows  will  be  admissible,  but  all  voting 
papers  incorrectly  filled  up  will  be  rejected.  Honorary  Fellows 
are  not  eligible  as  members  of  the  governing  body.  The  Chair- 
man shall  appoint  two  Scrutineers  and  at  the  close  of  the  Meeting 
he  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  ballot. 

VIII.  The  President  and  Vice-Presidents. 

The  duty  of  the  President  shall  be  to  take  the  Chair  at 
every  Meeting  of  the  Society  and  Council,  to  regulate  and 
keep  order  in  all  the  proceedings,  and  to  carry  into  effect  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Society.  He  shall  not  hold  office  for  more 
than  three  consecutive  years. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents 
shall  take  the  Chair  ; and  in  case  of  the  absence  of  those  Officers, 
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the  Meeting  may  elect  any  other  Fellow  present  to  take  the 
Chair. 

The  President,  or  Chairman,  shall  not  vote  on  any  question 
brought  before  the  Meeting,  except  where  a casting  vote  be 
necessary,  in  which  case  he  shall  give  such  casting  vote. 

IX.  The  Treasurer  and  Trustees. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  ex  officio  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Society,  and  the  Funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  vested  in  his 
name  and  in  the  names  of  two  other  Trustees,  who  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Council. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a regular  account  of  receipts  and 
payments  in  the  mode  which  may  seem  most  proper  to  the 
Council,  who  shall  have  the  direction  and  control  of  the  money 
in  his  hands. 

No  sum  of  money  payable  on  account  of  the  Society,  amount- 
ing to  five  pounds  and  upward,  shall  be  paid  except  by  order 
of  the  Council,  signed  by  the  President  or  Chairman,  and  recorded 
by  the  Secretary. 

The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually  by 
two  Auditors  chosen  by  the  Society  at  the  Meeting  in  March. 
The  Auditors  shall  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting  the  particulars 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  past  year  and  the  general 
state  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Society. 

X.  The  Council. 

The  Council  shall  meet  at  such  times  as  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents, 
the  Treasurer,  or  the  Secretary,  due  and  sufficient  notice  being 
previously  sent  to  every  Fellow. 

No  business  shall  be  transacted  in  Council  unless  there  be 
five  or  more  Fellows  present. 

The  ordinary  method  of  voting  in  Council  shall  be  by  show 
of  hands  ; but  a ballot  shall  be  taken  in  casejs  prescribed  by 
any  regulations  of  the  Council,  or  when  demanded  by  any 
Fellow  present. 

The  majority  of  votes  shall  decide  every  question ; and  in 
case  of  an  equality  of  votes  the  question  shall  be  adjourned. 

Any  Member  of  Council  who  shall  be  personally  interested 
in  the  question  before  the  Council  shall  withdraw  during  the 
consideration  and  decision  of  the  same. 

The  Council  shall  present  and  cause  to  be  read  to  the  Annual 
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Meeting  a Report  on  the  general  concerns  of  th<  S< 
the  preceding  year  ; and  such  Report,  or  the  substance  thereof, 
shall  be  printed,  under  the  direction  of  the  Council,  and  be 
transmitted  to  the  Fellows. 

Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  shall  be  taken 
by  the  Secretary  and  entered  in  the  Minute  Book.  They  shall 
be  read  over  at  the  next  Meeting  and  signed  by  the  Acting 
Chairman  as  correct. 

XI.  The  Secretary. 

The  duty  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  to  attend  all  Meetings 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Council,  to  take  Minutes  of  all  pro- 
ceedings and  enter  them  in  the  books.  He  shall  also  take 
steps  to  provide  Papers  to  be  read  at  the  Meetings,  and  he 
shall  superintend  all  persons  in  the  employ  of  the  Society, 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  Council. 

XII.  Ordinary  Meetings. 

These  shall  be  held  for  the  transaction  of  the  general  business 
of  the  Society  and  the  reading  of  Papers  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  the  months  of  November,  January,  and  March,  at  whatever 
hour  and  place  the  Council  may  determine.  The  Minutes  of 
the  last  Meeting  shall  be  read  and  signed  as  correct,  the  election 
of  Fellows  shall  take  place,  announcements  made,  and  Papers 
read  and  discussed.  The  decision  of  the  Chairman  upon  all 
questions  of  order  and  the  conduct  of  the  Meeting  shall  be  final. 
Every  Fellow  shall  have  the  privilege  of  introducing  a friend. 

XIII.  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  May.  The  Report  of  the  Council  shall  be  read,  together 
with  a statement  of  the  Accounts  and  the  Report  of  the  Auditors. 
General  questions,  of  which  due  notice  has  been  given  to  all 
Fellows,  shall  be  then  decided.  The  President  shall  deliver  his 
Address. 

XIV.  Summer  Conference. 

At  the  Ordinary  Meeting  in  March  the  question  of  holding 
a Summer  Conference  at  some  place  associated  with  Huguenot 
history  or  tradition  will  be  discussed,  and,  if  such  a Conference 
is  determined  upon,  a Sub-Committee  will  be  appointed  to 
make  the  necessary  inquiries  and  provisional  arrangements, 
and  will  report  to  the  Annual  Meeting  in  May. 
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XV.  Special  General  Meetings. 

The  Council  may  at  any  time  call  a Special  General  Meeting 
when  it  seems  to  them  necessary.  Notices,  containing  a clear 
description  of  the  point  to  be  considered,  must  be  posted  to 
all  the  Fellows  fourteen  days  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  Meeting, 
and  no  other  business  than  that  stated  in  the  notice  shall  be 
brought  forward. 

XVI.  Alteration  of  the  By-Laws. 

The  Council  may  at  any  Annual  Meeting,  or  at  a Special 
General  Meeting  convened  for  the  purpose,  but  not  at  an  Ordinary 
Meeting,  propose  the  enactment  of  any  new  By-Law,  or  the 
alteration  or  repeal  of  any  existing  By-Law. 

Any  ten  Fellows  may  recommend  to  the  Council,  by  a letter 
addressed  to  the  Secretary,  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  any 
measure,  or  the  adoption,  alteration,  or  repeal  of  any  By-Law. 
Such  recommendation  shall  be  considered  at  the  next  Meeting 
of  the  Council,  and,  if  the  decision  arrived  at  is  not  satisfactory 
to  the  proposers,  the  Council,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  twenty 
Fellows,  shall  convene  a Special  General  Meeting,  within  one 
month,  to  decide  the  question. 

XVII.  Publications. 

The  Society  shall  distribute  gratuitously  to  each  Fellow 
one  or  more  publications  annually  of  “ Proceedings,”  which 
shall  consist  of  a concise  narrative  of  the  proceedings  at  Meetings, 
Papers  or  abstracts  of  Papers  read  and  of  the  discussion  thereon, 
and  such  additional  notices  as  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  Council. 

The  Society  shall  also  undertake,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Council,  as  opportunities  arise  and  the  funds  of  the  Society 
permit,  the  publication  of  Huguenot  Church  registers,  genealogies, 
inedited  documents,  and  other  information  bearing  upon 
Huguenot  history.  

LIBRARY. 

The  Society’s  collection  of  Books  was  deposited  in  1900 
with  the  Corporation  of  the  French  Hospital  (La  Providence ), 
Victoria  Park  Road,  E.9.  By  the  arrangement  then  made 
with  that  Corporation,  Fellows  of  the  Society  are  allowed  the 
use  of  the  Hospital  Library  and  to  borrow  books  therefrom  at 
all  reasonable  times  on  written  application  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Hospital.

BY-LAWS. 


I.  Objects. 

1 . The  interchange  and  publication  of  knowledge  relating  to- — 

(a)  The  History  of  the  Huguenots  in  France  and  adjoining 

countries. 

(b)  The  Huguenot  Emigrations  from  France. 

(c)  The  Refugee  Settlements  throughout  the  world,  par- 

ticularly those  in  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  and  the 
Channel  Islands,  and  the  resulting  effects  of  those 
Settlements  upon  the  Professions,  Manufactures, 
Commerce,  and  Social  Life  of  the  several  places 
in  which  they  were  made. 

(d)  Huguenot  Genealogy  and  Heraldry,  and  Huguenot 

Church  and  other  Registers. 

2.  To  form  a bond  of  fellowship  among  some  of  those  who 
desire  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  their  Huguenot  ancestors, 
or  who  admire  the  characteristic  Huguenot  virtues. 

II.  Constitution. 

The  Huguenot  Society  of  London  consists  of  an  unlimited 
number  of  Fellows,  ladies  as  well  as  gentlemen,  elected  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

III.  Subscribing  Libraries. 

The  Council  may  also  admit  to  the  privileges  of  Fellow- 
ship Libraries  or  other  bodies,  and  such  Libraries  or  bodies 
shall  pay  the  same  Annual  Subscription  as  the  Fellows,  but 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  compound  for  the  same. 

IV.  Election. 

Every  Candidate  for  admission  to  the  Fellowship  of  the 
Society  must  be  proposed  by  two  Fellows,  one  of  whom  at 
least  must  sign  the  Certificate  from  personal  knowledge.  The 
name  of  the  Candidate,  with  the  names  of  his  proposers,  must 
be  read  out  at  the  next  Ordinary  Meeting,  when  a ballot,  if 
demanded  by  three  Fellows,  shall  be  taken,  one  black  ball  in 
ten  excluding. 

Notice  of  Election  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  every 
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newly  elected  Fellow,  with  a copy  of  the  Rules  of  the  Society 
and  a List  of  the  Fellows. 

Every  Fellow  upon  election  shall  pay  one  year’s  Subscription. 
He  must  also  sign  the  Fellowship  Book  in  token  of  his  sub- 
scribing to  the  Rules  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society.  Until  his 
compliance  with  this  rule,  the  new  Fellow  will  remain  incapable 
of  enjoying  any  of  the  privileges  of  the  Fellowship. 

V.  Annual  Subscription. 

The  Annual  Subscription  shall  be  one  and  a half  guineas. 

Annual  Subscriptions  shall  be  due,  in  advance,  on  the 
1st  January  in  each  year,  but  Fellows  elected  at  the  November 
Meeting  will  not  be  called  upon  for  a Subscription  in  the  following 
January. 

Should  the  Subscription  not  have  been  paid  by  the  31st 
March,  the  Treasurer  will  write  to  remind  the  Fellow  of  the 
fact.  If  still  unpaid  by  the  30th  June,  the  Treasurer  shall  notify 
to  the  Fellow  his  suspension  from  all  the  privileges  of  Fellow- 
ship. At  the  Meeting  in  November  the  Chairman  shall  report 
the  names  of  all  Fellows  whose  Subscriptions  are  in  arrear, 
and  announce  that,  if  they  have  not  paid  by  the  31st  December, 
they  will  ipso  facto  cease  to  be  Fellows  of  the  Society. 

In  the  case  of  a Fellow  wishing  to  withdraw  from  the  Society, 
he  will  be  liable  for  the  Subscription  for  the  year  in  which  he 
notifies  to  the  Secretary  his  wish  to  withdraw. 

Any  Fellow  of  the  Society  may  compound  for  the  annual 
subscription  by  a single  payment  to  be  made  in  accordance  with 
the  following  scale,  viz.  : 
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Provided  nevertheless  in  the  last  case  that  the  Fellow  so  com- 
pounding shall  have  been  a Fellow  for  not  less  than  five  years. 


VI.  Honorary  Fellows  and  Corresponding  Members. 
The  Council  may  at  any  time  recommend  the  election  as 
Honorary  Fellows,  or  as  temporary  Corresponding  Members, 
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of  duly  proposed  members  of  Huguenot  families  resident  abroad, 
of  the  Presidents,  Vice-Presidents,  Members  of  Council,  or 
Honorary  Officers  of  any  foreign  Huguenot  or  Walloon  Society, 
or  other  persons  whose  association  with  this  Society  may  be 
considered  advantageous. 

The  number  of  Honorary  Fellows  shall  not  exceed  twenty, 
and  the  number  of  Corresponding  Members  shall  not  exceed 
ten,  at  any  one  time.  Copies  of  the  publications  of  the  Society 
shall  be  presented  to  them. 

VII.  The  Officers. 

The  governing  body  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President, 
such  number  of  Vice-Presidents  as  the  Society  may  from  time 
to  time  elect  (not  exceeding  a number  to  be  nominated  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Council),  a Council  composed  of  twelve 
Fellows,  a Treasurer,  and  a Secretary.  It  will  have  the  manage- 
ment and  direction  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  subject 
to  the  control  of  a General  Meeting. 

At  each  Annual  Meeting  the  Council  shall  submit  a list  of 
Officers  proposed  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  a copy  of  this  list 
shall  be  sent  to  each  Fellow  a fortnight  before  the  Meeting. 
No  Fellow,  except  the  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary, 
shall  continue  in  the  governing  body  for  more  than  three  con- 
secutive years,  and  four  members  of  the  Council  shall  retire 
every  year.  The  Fellows  will  be  entitled  to  strike  out  any 
names  from  the  list  prepared  by  the  Council,  and  to  insert 
other  names  in  their  place.  Lists  duly  authenticated  by  the 
signatures  of  absent  Fellows  will  be  admissible,  but  all  voting 
papers  incorrectly  filled  up  will  be  rejected.  Honorary  Fellows 
are  not  eligible  as  members  of  the  governing  body.  The  Chair- 
man shall  appoint  two  Scrutineers  and  at  the  close  of  the  Meeting 
he  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  ballot. 

VIII.  The  President  and  Vice-Presidents. 

The  duty  of  the  President  shall  be  to  take  the  Chair  at 
every  Meeting  of  the  Society  and  Council,  to  regulate  and 
keep  order  in  all  the  proceedings,  and  to  carry  into  effect  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Society.  He  shall  not  hold  office  for  more 
than  three  consecutive  years. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents 
shall  take  the  Chair  ; and  in  case  of  the  absence  of  those  Officers, 
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the  Meeting  may  elect  any  other  Fellow  present  to  take  the 
Chair. 

The  President,  or  Chairman,  shall  not  vote  on  any  question 
brought  before  the  Meeting,  except  where  a casting  vote  be 
necessary,  in  which  case  he  shall  give  such  casting  vote. 

IX.  The  Treasurer  and  Trustees. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  ex  officio  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Society,  and  the  Funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  vested  in  his 
name  and  in  the  names  of  two  other  Trustees,  who  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Council. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a regular  account  of  receipts  and 
payments  in  the  mode  which  may  seem  most  proper  to  the 
Council,  who  shall  have  the  direction  and  control  of  the  money 
in  his  hands. 

No  sum  of  money  payable  on  account  of  the  Society,  amount- 
ing to  five  pounds  and  upward,  shall  be  paid  except  by  order 
of  the  Council,  signed  by  the  President  or  Chairman,  and  recorded 
by  the  Secretary. 

The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually  by 
two  Auditors  chosen  by  the  Society  at  the  Meeting  in  March. 
The  Auditors  shall  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting  the  particulars 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  past  year  and  the  general 
state  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Society. 

X.  The  Council. 

The  Council  shall  meet  at  such  times  as  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents, 
the  Treasurer,  or  the  Secretary,  due  and  sufficient  notice  being 
previously  sent  to  every  Fellow. 

No  business  shall  be  transacted  in  Council  unless  there  be 
five  or  more  Fellows  present. 

The  ordinary  method  of  voting  in  Council  shall  be  by  show 
of  hands ; but  a ballot  shall  be  taken  in  cases  prescribed  by 
any  regulations  of  the  Council,  or  when  demanded  by  any 
Fellow  present. 

The  majority  of  votes  shall  decide  every  question ; and  in 
case  of  an  equality  of  votes  the  question  shall  be  adjourned. 

Any  Member  of  Council  who  shall  be  personally  interested 
in  the  question  before  the  Council  shall  withdraw  during  the 
consideration  and  decision  of  the  same. 

The  Council  shall  present  and  cause  to  be  read  to  the  Annual 
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Meeting  a Report  on  the  general  concerns  of  the  Society  for 
the  preceding  year  ; and  such  Report,  or  the  substance  thereof, 
shall  be  printed,  under  the  direction  of  the  Council,  and  be 
transmitted  to  the  Fellows. 

Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  shall  be  taken 
by  the  Secretary  and  entered  in  the  Minute  Book.  They  shall 
be  read  over  at  the  next  Meeting  and  signed  by  the  Acting 
Chairman  as  correct. 

XI.  The  Secretary. 

The  duty  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  to  attend  all  Meetings 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Council,  to  take  Minutes  of  all  pro- 
ceedings and  enter  them  in  the  books.  He  shall  also  take 
steps  to  provide  Papers  to  be  read  at  the  Meetings,  and  he 
shall  superintend  all  persons  in  the  employ  of  the  Society, 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  Council. 

XII.  Ordinary  Meetings. 

These  shall  be  held  for  the  transaction  of  the  general  business 
of  the  Society  and  the  reading  of  Papers  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  the  months  of  November,  January,  and  March,  at  whatever 
hour  and  place  the  Council  may  determine.  The  Minutes  of 
the  last  Meeting  shall  be  read  and  signed  as  correct,  the  election 
of  Fellows  shall  take  place,  announcements  made,  and  Papers 
read  and  discussed.  The  decision  of  the  Chairman  upon  all 
questions  of  order  and  the  conduct  of  the  Meeting  shall  be  final. 
Every  Fellow  shall  have  the  privilege  of  introducing  a friend. 

XIII.  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  May.  The  Report  of  the  Council  shall  be  read,  together 
with  a statement  of  the  Accounts  and  the  Report  of  the  Auditors. 
General  questions,  of  which  due  notice  has  been  given  to  all 
Fellows,  shall  be  then  decided.  The  President  shall  deliver  his 
Address. 

XIV.  Summer  Conference. 

At  the  Ordinary  Meeting  in  March  the  question  of  holding 
a Summer  Conference  at  some  place  associated  with  Huguenot 
history  or  tradition  will  be  discussed,  and,  if  such  a Conference 
is  determined  upon,  a Sub-Committee  will  be  appointed  to 
make  the  necessary  inquiries  and  provisional  arrangements, 
and  will  report  to  the  Annual  Meeting  in  May. 
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XV.  Special  General  Meetings. 

The  Council  may  at  any  time  call  a Special  General  Meeting 
when  it  seems  to  them  necessary.  Notices,  containing  a clear 
description  of  the  point  to  be  considered,  must  be  posted  to 
all  the  Fellows  fourteen  days  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  Meeting, 
and  no  other  business  than  that  stated  in  the  notice  shall  be 
brought  forward. 

XVI.  Alteration  of  the  By-Laws. 

The  Council  may  at  any  Annual  Meeting,  or  at  a Special 
General  Meeting  convened  for  the  purpose,  but  not  at  an  Ordinary 
Meeting,  propose  the  enactment  of  any  new  By-Law,  or  the 
alteration  or  repeal  of  any  existing  By-Law. 

Any  ten  Fellows  may  recommend  to  the  Council,  by  a letter 
addressed  to  the  Secretary,  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  any 
measure,  or  the  adoption,  alteration,  or  repeal  of  any  By-Law. 
Such  recommendation  shall  be  considered  at  the  next  Meeting 
of  the  Council,  and,  if  the  decision  arrived  at  is  not  satisfactory 
to  the  proposers,  the  Council,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  twenty 
Fellows,  shall  convene  a Special  General  Meeting,  within  one 
month,  to  decide  the  question. 

XVII.  Publications. 

The  Society  shall  distribute  gratuitously  to  each  Fellow 
one  or  more  publications  annually  of  “ Proceedings,”  which 
shall  consist  of  a concise  narrative  of  the  proceedings  at  Meetings, 
Papers  or  abstracts  of  Papers  read  and  of  the  discussion  thereon, 
and  such  additional  notices  as  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  Council. 

The  Society  shall  also  undertake,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Council,  as  opportunities  arise  and  the  funds  of  the  Society 
permit,  the  publication  of  Huguenot  Church  registers,  genealogies, 
inedited  documents,  and  other  information  bearing  upon 
Huguenot  history.  

LIBRARY. 

The  Society’s  collection  of  Books  was  deposited  in  1900 
with  the  Corporation  of  the  French  Hospital  (La  Providence ), 
Victoria  Park  Road,  E.9.  By  the  arrangement  then  made 
with  that  Corporation,  Fellows  of  the  Society  are  allowed  the 
use  of  the  Hospital  Library  and  to  borrow  books  therefrom  at 
all  reasonable  times  on  written  application  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Hospital.

BY-LAWS. 


I.  Objects. 

1 . The  interchange  and  publication  of  knowledge  relating  to — 

(a)  The  History  of  the  Huguenots  in  France  and  adjoining 

countries. 

(b)  The  Huguenot  Emigrations  from  France. 

(c)  The  Refugee  Settlements  throughout  the  world,  par- 

ticularly those  in  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  and  the 
Channel  Islands,  and  the  resulting  effects  of  those 
Settlements  upon  the  Professions,  Manufactures, 
Commerce,  and  Social  Life  of  the  several  places 
in  which  they  were  made. 

(d)  Huguenot  Genealogy  and  Heraldry,  and  Huguenot 

Church  and  other  Registers. 

2.  To  form  a bond  of  fellowship  among  some  of  those  who 
desire  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  their  Huguenot  ancestors, 
or  who  admire  the  characteristic  Huguenot  virtues. 

II.  Constitution. 

The  Huguenot  Society  of  London  consists  of  an  unlimited 
number  of  Fellows,  ladies  as  well  as  gentlemen,  elected  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

III.  Subscribing  Libraries. 

The  Council  may  also  admit  to  the  privileges  of  Fellow- 
ship Libraries  or  other  bodies,  and  such  Libraries  or  bodies 
shall  pay  the  same  Annual  Subscription  as  the  Fellows,  but 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  compound  for  the  same. 

IV.  Election. 

Every  Candidate  for  admission  to  the  Fellowship  of  the 
Society  must  be  proposed  by  two  Fellows,  one  of  whom  at 
least  must  sign  the  Certificate  from  personal  knowledge.  The 
name  of  the  Candidate,  with  the  names  of  his  proposers,  must 
be  read  out  at  the  next  Ordinary  Meeting,  when  a ballot,  if 
demanded  by  three  Fellows,  shall  be  taken,  one  black  ball  in 
ten  excluding. 

Notice  of  Election  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  every 
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newly  elected  Fellow,  with  a copy  of  the  Rules  of  the  Society 
and  a List  of  the  Fellows. 

Ever}’  Fellow  upon  election  shall  pay  one  year's  Subscription. 
He  must  also  sign  the  Fellowship  Book  in  token  of  his  sub- 
scribing to  the  Rules  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society.  Until  his 
compliance  with  this  rule,  the  new  Fellow  will  remain  incapable 
of  enjoying  any  of  the  privileges  of  the  Fellowship. 


V.  Annual  Subscription. 

The  Annual  Subscription  shall  be  one  and  a half  guineas. 

Annual  Subscriptions  shall  be  due,  in  advance,  on  the 
1st  January  in  each  year,  but  Fellows  elected  at  the  November 
Meeting  will  not  be  called  upon  for  a Subscription  in  the  following 
January. 

Should  the  Subscription  not  have  been  paid  by  the  31st 
March,  the  Treasurer  will  write  to  remind  the  Fellow  of  the 
fact.  If  still  unpaid  by  the  30th  June,  the  Treasurer  shall  notify 
to  the  Fellow  his  suspension  from  all  the  privileges  of  Fellow- 
ship. At  the  Meeting  in  November  the  Chairman  shall  report 
the  names  of  all  Fellows  whose  Subscriptions  are  in  arrear, 
and  announce  that,  if  they  have  not  paid  by  the  31st  December, 
they  will  ipso  facto  cease  to  be  Fellows  of  the  Society. 

In  the  case  of  a Fellow  washing  to  withdraw  from  the  Society, 
he  will  be  liable  for  the  Subscription  for  the  year  in  which  he 
notifies  to  the  Secretary  his  wish  to  withdraw. 

Any  Fellow  of  the  Society  may  compound  for  the  annual 
subscription  by  a single  payment  to  be  made  in  accordance  with 
the  following  scale,  viz.  :

Provided  nevertheless  in  the  last  case  that  the  Fellow  so  com- 
pounding shall  have  been  a Fellow  for  not  less  than  five  years. 


VI.  Honorary  Fellows  and  Corresponding  Members. 
The  Council  may  at  any  time  recommend  the  election  as 
Honorary  Fellows,  or  as  temporary  Corresponding  Members, 
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of  duly  proposed  members  of  Huguenot  families  resident  abroad, 
of  the  Presidents,  Vice-Presidents,  Members  of  Council,  or 
Honorary  Officers  of  any  foreign  Huguenot  or  Walloon  Society, 
or  other  persons  whose  association  with  this  Society  may  be 
considered  advantageous. 

The  number  of  Honorary  Fellows  shall  not  exceed  twenty, 
and  the  number  of  Corresponding  Members  shall  not  exceed 
ten,  at  any  one  time.  Copies  of  the  publications  of  the  Society 
shall  be  presented  to  them. 

VII.  The  Officers. 

The  governing  body  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President, 
such  number  of  Vice-Presidents  as  the  Society  may  from  time 
to  time  elect  (not  exceeding  a number  to  be  nominated  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Council),  a Council  composed  of  twelve 
Fellows,  a Treasurer,  and  a Secretary.  It  will  have  the  manage- 
ment and  direction  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  subject 
to  the  control  of  a General  Meeting. 

At  each  Annual  Meeting  the  Council  shall  submit  a list  of 
Officers  proposed  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  a copy  of  this  list 
shall  be  sent  to  each  Fellow  a fortnight  before  the  Meeting. 
No  Fellow,  except  the  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary, 
shall  continue  in  the  governing  body  for  more  than  three  con- 
secutive years,  and  four  members  of  the  Council  shall  retire 
every  year.  The  Fellows  will  be  entitled  to  strike  out  any 
names  from  the  list  prepared  by  the  Council,  and  to  insert 
other  names  in  their  place.  Lists  duly  authenticated  by  the 
signatures  of  absent  Fellows  will  be  admissible,  but  all  voting 
papers  incorrectly  filled  up  will  be  rejected.  Honorary  Fellows 
are  not  eligible  as  members  of  the  governing  body.  The  Chair- 
man shall  appoint  two  Scrutineers  and  at  the  close  of  the  Meeting 
he  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  ballot. 

VIII.  The  President  and  Vice-Presidents. 

The  duty  of  the  President  shall  be  to  take  the  Chair  at 
every  Meeting  of  the  Society  and  Council,  to  regulate  and 
keep  order  in  all  the  proceedings,  and  to  carry  into  effect  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Society.  He  shall  not  hold  office  for  more 
than  three  consecutive  years. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents 
shall  take  the  Chair  ; and  in  case  of  the  absence  of  those  Officers, 
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the  Meeting  may  elect  any  other  Fellow  present  to  take  the 
Chair. 

The  President,  or  Chairman,  shall  not  vote  on  any  question 
brought  before  the  Meeting,  except  where  a casting  vote  be 
necessary,  in  which  case  he  shall  give  such  casting  vote. 

IX.  The  Treasurer  and  Trustees. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  ex  officio  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Society,  and  the  Funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  vested  in  his 
name  and  in  the  names  of  two  other  Trustees,  who  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Council. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a regular  account  of  receipts  and 
payments  in  the  mode  which  may  seem  most  proper  to  the 
Council,  who  shall  have  the  direction  and  control  of  the  money 
in  his  hands. 

No  sum  of  money  payable  on  account  of  the  Society,  amount- 
ing to  five  pounds  and  upward,  shall  be  paid  except  by  order 
of  the  Council,  signed  by  the  President  or  Chairman,  and  recorded 
by  the  Secretary. 

The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually  by 
two  Auditors  chosen  by  the  Society  at  the  Meeting  in  March. 
The  Auditors  shall  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting  the  particulars 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  past  year  and  the  general 
state  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Society. 

X.  The  Council. 

The  Council  shall  meet  at  such  times  as  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents, 
the  Treasurer,  or  the  Secretary,  due  and  sufficient  notice  being 
previously  sent  to  every  Fellow. 

No  business  shall  be  transacted  in  Council  unless  there  be 
five  or  more  Fellows  present. 

The  ordinary  method  of  voting  in  Council  shall  be  by  show 
of  hands ; but  a ballot  shall  be  taken  in  cases  prescribed  by 
any  regulations  of  the  Council,  or  when  demanded  by  any 
Fellow  present. 

The  majority  of  votes  shall  decide  every  question;  and  in 
case  of  an  equality  of  votes  the  question  shall  be  adjourned. 

Any  Member  of  Council  who  shall  be  personally  interested 
in  the  question  before  the  Council  shall  withdraw  during  the 
consideration  and  decision  of  the  same. 

The  Council  shall  present  and  cause  to  be  read  to  the  Annual 
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Meeting  a Report  on  the  general  concerns  of  the  Society  for 
the  preceding  year  ; and  such  Report,  or  the  substance  thereof, 
shall  be  printed,  under  the  direction  of  the  Council,  and  be 
transmitted  to  the  Fellows. 

Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  shall  be  taken 
by  the  Secretary  and  entered  in  the  Minute  Book.  They  shall 
be  read  over  at  the  next  Meeting  and  signed  by  the  Acting 
Chairman  as  correct. 

XI.  The  Secretary. 

The  duty  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  to  attend  all  Meetings 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Council,  to  take  Minutes  of  all  pro- 
ceedings and  enter  them  in  the  books.  He  shall  also  take 
steps  to  provide  Papers  to  be  read  at  the  Meetings,  and  he 
shall  superintend  all  persons  in  the  employ  of  the  Society, 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  Council. 

XII.  Ordinary  Meetings. 

These  shall  be  held  for  the  transaction  of  the  general  business 
of  the  Society  and  the  reading  of  Papers  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  the  months  of  November,  January,  and  March,  at  whatever 
hour  and  place  the  Council  may  determine.  The  Minutes  of 
the  last  Meeting  shall  be  read  and  signed  as  correct,  the  election 
of  Fellows  shall  take  place,  announcements  made,  and  Papers 
read  and  discussed.  The  decision  of  the  Chairman  upon  all 
questions  of  order  and  the  conduct  of  the  Meeting  shall  be  final. 
Every  Fellow  shall  have  the  privilege  of  introducing  a friend. 

XIII.  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  May.  The  Report  of  the  Council  shall  be  read,  together 
with  a statement  of  the  Accounts  and  the  Report  of  the  Auditors. 
General  questions,  of  which  due  notice  has  been  given  to  all 
Fellows,  shall  be  then  decided.  The  President  shall  deliver  his 
Address. 

XIV.  Summer  Conference. 

At  the  Ordinary  Meeting  in  March  the  question  of  holding 
a Summer  Conference  at  some  place  associated  with  Huguenot 
history  or  tradition  will  be  discussed,  and,  if  such  a Conference 
is  determined  upon,  a Sub-Committee  will  be  appointed  to 
make  the  necessary  inquiries  and  provisional  arrangements, 
and  will  report  to  the  Annual  Meeting  in  May. 
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XV.  Special  General  Meetings. 

The  Council  may  at  any  time  call  a Special  General  Meeting 
when  it  seems  to  them  necessary.  Notices,  containing  a clear 
description  of  the  point  to  be  considered,  must  be  posted  to 
all  the  Fellows  fourteen  days  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  Meeting, 
and  no  other  business  than  that  stated  in  the  notice  shall  be 
brought  forward. 

XVI.  Alteration  of  the  By-Laws. 

The  Council  may  at  any  Annual  Meeting,  or  at  a Special 
General  Meeting  convened  for  the  purpose,  but  not  at  an  Ordinary 
Meeting,  propose  the  enactment  of  any  new  By-Law,  or  the 
alteration  or  repeal  of  any  existing  By-Law. 

Any  ten  Fellows  may  recommend  to  the  Council,  by  a letter 
addressed  to  the  Secretary,  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  any 
measure,  or  the  adoption,  alteration,  or  repeal  of  any  By-Law. 
Such  recommendation  shall  be  considered  at  the  next  Meeting 
of  the  Council,  and,  if  the  decision  arrived  at  is  not  satisfactory 
to  the  proposers,  the  Council,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  twenty 
Fellows,  shall  convene  a Special  General  Meeting,  within  one 
month,  to  decide  the  question. 

XVII.  Publications. 

The  Society  shall  distribute  gratuitously  to  each  Fellow 
one  or  more  publications  annually  of  “ Proceedings,”  which 
shall  consist  of  a concise  narrative  of  the  proceedings  at  Meetings, 
Papers  or  abstracts  of  Papers  read  and  of  the  discussion  thereon, 
and  such  additional  notices  as  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  Council. 

The  Society  shall  also  undertake,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Council,  as  opportunities  arise  and  the  funds  of  the  Society 
permit,  the  publication  of  Huguenot  Church  registers,  genealogies, 
inedited  documents,  and  other  information  bearing  upon 
Huguenot  history.  

LIBRARY. 

The  Society’s  collection  of  Books  was  deposited  in  1900 
with  the  Corporation  of  the  French  Hospital  (La  Providence ), 
Victoria  Park  Road,  E.9.  By  the  arrangement  then  made 
with  that  Corporation,  Fellows  of  the  Society  are  allowed  the 
use  of  the  Hospital  Library  and  to  borrow  books  therefrom  at 
all  reasonable  times  on  written  application  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Hospital.

BY-LAWS. 


I.  Objects. 

1.  The  interchange  and  publication  of  knowledge  relating  to — 

(a)  The  History  of  the  Huguenots  in  France  and  adjoining 

countries. 

(b)  The  Huguenot  Emigrations  from  France. 

(c)  The  Huguenot  Refugee  Settlements  throughout  the 

world,  particularly  those  in  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  and 
the  Channel  Islands,  and  the  resulting  effects  of  those 
Settlements  upon  the  Professions,  Manufactures, 
Commerce,  and  Social  Life  of  the  several  places 
in  which  they  were  made. 

(d)  Huguenot  Genealogy  and  Heraldry. 

(e)  The  publication  of  original  Huguenot  Manuscripts, 

Memoirs,  and  Huguenot  Church  and  other  Registers 
of  Historical  interest  and  Educational  value. 

II.  Constitution. 

The  Huguenot  Society  of  London  consists  of  an  unlimited 
number  of  Fellows,  ladies  as  well  as  gentlemen,  elected  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

III.  Subscribing  Libraries. 

The  Council  may  also  admit  to  the  privileges  of  Fellow- 
ship Libraries  or  other  bodies,  and  such  Libraries  or  bodies 
shall  pay  the  same  Annual  Subscription  as  the  Fellows,  but 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  compound  for  the  same. 

IV.  Election. 

Every  Candidate  for  admission  to  the  Fellowship  of  the 
Society  must  be  proposed  by  two  Fellows,  one  of  whom  at 
least  must  sign  the  Certificate  from  personal  knowledge.  The 
name  of  the  Candidate,  with  the  names  of  his  proposers,  must 
be  read  out  at  the  next  Ordinary  Meeting,  when  a ballot,  if 
demanded  by  three  Fellows,  shall  be  taken,  one  black  ball  in 
ten  excluding. 

Notice  of  Election  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  every 
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newly  elected  Fellow,  with  a copy  of  the  Rules  of  the  Society 
and  a List  of  the  Fellows. 

Every  Fellow  upon  election  shall  pay  one  year’s  Subscription. 
He  must  also  sign  the  Fellowship  Book  in  token  of  his  sub- 
scribing to  the  Rules  and  By-Laws  of  the  Society.  Until  his 
compliance  with  this  rule,  the  new  Fellow  will  remain  incapable 
of  enjoying  any  of  the  privileges  of  the  Fellowship. 

V.  Annual  Subscription. 

The  Annual  Subscription  shall  be  one  and  a half  guineas. 

Annual  Subscriptions  shall  be  due,  in  advance,  on  the 
1st  January  in  each  year,  but  Fellows  elected  at  the  November 
Meeting  will  not  be  called  upon  for  a Subscription  in  the  following 
January. 

Should  the  Subscription  not  have  been  paid  by  the  31st 
March,  the  Treasurer  will  write  to  remind  the  Fellow  of  the 
fact.  If  still  unpaid  by  the  30th  June,  the  Treasurer  shall  notify 
to  the  Fellow  his  suspension  from  all  the  privileges  of  Fellow- 
ship. At  the  Meeting  in  November  the  Chairman  shall  report 
the  names  of  all  Fellows  whose  Subscriptions  are  in  arrear, 
and  announce  that,  if  they  have  not  paid  by  the  31st  December, 
they  will  ipso  facto  cease  to  be  Fellows  of  the  Society. 

In  the  case  of  a Fellow  wishing  to  withdraw  from  the  Society, 
he  will  be  liable  for  the  Subscription  for  the  year  in  which  he 
notifies  to  the  Secretary  his  wish  to  withdraw. 

Any  Fellow  of  the  Society  may  compound  for  the  annual 
subscription  by  a single  payment  to  be  made  in  accordance  with 
the  following  scale,  viz.  :

VI.  Honorary  Fellows  and  Corresponding  Members. 
The  Council  may  at  any  time  recommend  the  election  as 
Honorary  Fellows,  or  as  temporary  Corresponding  Members, 
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of  duly  proposed  members  of  Huguenot  families  resident  abroad, 
of  the  Presidents,  Vice-Presidents,  Members  of  Council,  or 
Honorary  Officers  of  any  foreign  Huguenot  or  Walloon  Society, 
or  other  persons  whose  association  with  this  Society  may  be 
considered  advantageous. 

The  number  of  Honorary  Fellows  shall  not  exceed  twenty, 
and  the  number  of  Corresponding  Members  shall  not  exceed 
ten,  at  any  one  time.  Copies  of  the  publications  of  the  Society 
shall  be  presented  to  them. 

VII.  The  Officers. 

The  governing  body  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a President, 
such  number  of  Vice-Presidents  as  the  Society  may  from  time 
to  time  elect  (not  exceeding  a number  to  be  nominated  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Council),  a Council  composed  of  twelve 
Fellows,  a Treasurer,  and  a Secretary.  It  will  have  the  manage- 
ment and  direction  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  subject 
to  the  control  of  a General  Meeting. 

At  each  Annual  Meeting  the  Council  shall  submit  a list  of 
Officers  proposed  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  a copy  of  this  list 
shall  be  sent  to  each  Fellow  a fortnight  before  the  Meeting. 
No  Fellow,  except  the  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  and  Secretary, 
shall  continue  in  the  governing  body  for  more  than  three  con- 
secutive years,  and  four  members  of  the  Council  shall  retire 
every  year.  The  Fellows  will  be  entitled  to  strike  out  any 
names  from  the  list  prepared  by  the  Council,  and  to  insert 
other  names  in  their  place.  Lists  duly  authenticated  by  the 
signatures  of  absent  Fellows  will  be  admissible,  but  all  voting 
papers  incorrectly  filled  up  will  be  rejected.  Honorary  Fellows 
are  not  eligible  as  members  of  the  governing  body.  The  Chair- 
man shall  appoint  two  Scrutineers  and  at  the  close  of  the  Meeting 
he  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  ballot. 

VIII.  The  President  and  Vice-Presidents. 

The  duty  of  the  President  shall  be  to  take  the  Chair  at 
every  Meeting  of  the  Society  and  Council,  to  regulate  and 
keep  order  in  all  the  proceedings,  and  to  carry  into  effect  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Society.  He  shall  not  hold  office  for  more 
than  three  consecutive  years. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents 
shall  take  the  Chair  ; and  in  case  of  the  absence  of  those  Officers, 
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the  Meeting  may  elect  any  other  Fellow  present  to  take  the 
Chair. 

The  President,  or  Chairman,  shall  not  vote  on  any  question 
brought  before  the  Meeting,  except  where  a casting  vote  be 
necessary,  in  which  case  he  shall  give  such  casting  vote. 

IX.  The  Treasurer  and  Trustees. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  ex  officio  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Society,  and  the  Funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  vested  in  his 
name  and  in  the  names  of  two  other  Trustees,  who  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Council. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a regular  account  of  receipts  and 
payments  in  the  mode  which  may  seem  most  proper  to  the 
Council,  w’ho  shall  have  the  direction  and  control  of  the  money 
in  his  hands. 

No  sum  of  money  payable  on  account  of  the  Society,  amount- 
ing to  five  pounds  and  upward,  shall  be  paid  except  by  order 
of  the  Council,  signed  by  the  President  or  Chairman,  and  recorded 
by  the  Secretary. 

The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually  by 
two  Auditors  chosen  by  the  Society  at  the  Meeting  in  March. 
The  Auditors  shall  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting  the  particulars 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  past  year  and  the  general 
state  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Society. 

X.  The  Council. 

The  Council  shall  meet  at  such  times  as  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents, 
the  Treasurer,  or  the  Secretary,  due  and  sufficient  notice  being 
previously  sent  to  every  Fellow. 

No  business  shall  be  transacted  in  Council  unless  there  be 
five  or  more  Fellows  present. 

The  ordinary  method  of  voting  in  Council  shall  be  by  show 
of  hands ; but  a ballot  shall  be  taken  in  cases  prescribed  by 
any  regulations  of  the  Council,  or  when  demanded  by  any 
Fellow  present. 

The  majority  of  votes  shall  decide  every  question ; and  in 
case  of  an  equality  of  votes  the  question  shall  be  adjourned. 

Any  Member  of  Council  who  shall  be  personally  interested 
in  the  question  before  the  Council  shall  withdraw  during  the 
consideration  and  decision  of  the  same. 
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The  Council  shall  present  and  cause  to  be  read  to  the  Annual 
Meeting  a Report  on  the  general  concerns  of  the  Society  for 
the  preceding  year  ; and  such  Report,  or  the  substance  thereof, 
shall  be  printed,  under  the  direction  of  the  Council,  and  be 
transmitted  to  the  Fellows. 

Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  shall  be  taken 
by  the  Secretary  and  entered  in  the  Minute  Book.  They  shall 
be  read  over  at  the  next  Meeting  and  signed  by  the  Acting 
Chairman  as  correct. 

XI.  The  Secretary. 

The  duty  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  to  attend  all  Meetings 
of  the  Society  and  of  the  Council,  to  take  Minutes  of  all  pro- 
ceedings and  enter  them  in  the  books.  He  shall  also  take 
steps  to  provide  Papers  to  be  read  at  the  Meetings,  and  he 
shall  superintend  all  persons  in  the  employ  of  the  Society, 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  Council. 

XIa.  Income  and  Property. 

The  income  and  property  of  the  Society,  wheresoever  derived, 
shall  be  applied  solely  towards  the  promotion  of  the  objects  of 
the  Society  as  set  forth  in  these  By-laws,  and  no  portion  thereof 
shall  be  paid  or  transferred  directly  or  indirectly  by  way  of 
dividend,  gift,  division,  bonus  or  otherwise  howsoever  by 
way  of  profit  to  the  Fellows  of  the  Society. 

Provided  that  nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the  payment  in 
good  faith  of  reasonable  and  proper  remuneration  to  any  pro- 
fessional or  other  persons  or  any  officer  or  servant  of  the  Society 
or  to  any  Fellow  of  the  Society  in  return  for  any  services  actually 
rendered  to  the  Society  or  for  any  material,  labour,  plant  or 
power  supplied  to  the  Society  nor  prevent  the  payment  of 
interest  at  a rate  not  exceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum  on 
money  lent  or  payment  of  a reasonable  and  proper  rent  for 
premises  devised  or  let  by  any  Fellow  to  the  Society  but  so  that 
no  member  of  the  Governing  body  shall  be  appointed  to  any 
salaried  office  of  the  Society  or  any  office  of  the  Society  paid  by 
fees  and  that  no  remuneration  or  benefit  in  money  or  money’s 
worth  shall  be  given  by  the  Society  to  any  member  of  the 
Governing  body  except  by  way  of  repayment  of  out-of-pocket 
expenses  and  interest  at  not  exceeding  the  rate  aforesaid  on 
money  lent  or  the  payment  of  a reasonable  and  proper  payment 
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for  any  labour  materials  plant  power  or  other  things  supplied 
or  for  sendees  rendered  to  the  work  of  the  Society. 

XII.  Ordinary  Meetings. 

These  shall  be  held  for  the  transaction  of  the  general  business 
of  the  Society  and  the  reading  of  Papers  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  the  months  of  November,  January,  and  March,  at  whatever 
hour  and  place  the  Council  may  determine.  The  Minutes  of 
the  last  Meeting  shall  be  read  and  signed  as  correct,  the  election 
of  Fellows  shall  take  place,  announcements  made,  and  Papers 
read  and  discussed.  The  decision  of  the  Chairman  upon  all 
questions  of  order  and  the  conduct  of  the  Meeting  shall  be  final. 
Every  Fellow  shall  have  the  privilege  of  introducing  a friend. 

XIII.  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  Second  Wednesday 
in  May.  The  Report  of  the  Council  shall  be  read,  together 
with  a statement  of  the  Accounts  and  the  Report  of  the  Auditors. 
General  questions,  of  which  due  notice  has  been  given  to  all 
Fellows,  shall  be  then  decided.  The  President  shall  deliver  his 
Address. 

XIV.  Summer  Conference. 

At  the  Ordinary  Meeting  in  March  the  question  of  holding 
a Summer  Conference  at  some  place  associated  with  Huguenot 
history  or  tradition  will  be  discussed,  and,  if  such  a Conference 
is  determined  upon,  a Sub-Committee  will  be  appointed  to 
make  the  necessary  inquiries  and  provisional  arrangements, 
and  will  report  to  the  Annual  Meeting  in  May. 

XV.  Special  General  Meetings. 

The  Council  may  at  any  time  call  a Special  General  Meeting 
when  it  seems  to  them  necessary.  Notices,  containing  a clear 
description  of  the  point  to  be  considered,  must  be  posted  to 
all  the  Fellows  fourteen  days  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  Meeting, 
and  no  other  business  than  that  stated  in  the  notice  shall  be 
brought  forward. 

XVa.  Distribution  of  Property  on  Dissolution. 

If  upon  the  winding  up  or  dissolution  of  the.  Society  there 
remains,  after  the  satisfaction  of  all  its  debts  and  liabilities,  any 
property  whatsoever,  the  same  shall  not  be  paid  to  or  distributed 
among  the  Fellows  of  the  Society  but  shall  be  given  or  transferred 
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to  some  charitable  Institution  having  objects  similar  to  the 
objects  of  the  Society  or  any  of  them  or  objects  for  the  benefit 
of  persons  of  French  nationality  or  French  descent  resident  in 
the  United  Kingdom  and  which  shall  prohibit  the  distribution 
of  its  or  their  income  and  property  amongst  its  or  their  members 
to  an  extent  at  least  as  great  as  is  imposed  on  the  Society  under 
or  by  virtue  of  its  By-laws,  such  Institution  or  Institutions  to 
be  determined  by  the  Fellows  of  the  Society  at  or  before  the  time 
for  dissolution  or  in  default  thereof  by  a Judge  of  the  High  Court 
of  Justice  having  jurisdiction  in  regard  to  charitable  funds  and 
in  default  of  such  determination  to  some  charitable  object. 

XVI.  Alteration  of  the  By-Laws. 

The  Council  may  at  any  Annual  Meeting,  or  at  a Special 
General  Meeting  convened  for  the  purpose,  but  not  at  an  Ordinary 
Meeting,  propose  the  enactment  of  any  new  By-Law,  or  the 
alteration  or  repeal  of  any  existing  By-Law. 

Any  ten  Fellows  may  recommend  to  the  Council,  by  a letter 
addressed  to  the  Secretary,  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  any 
measure,  or  the  adoption,  alteration,  or  repeal  of  any  By-Law. 
Such  recommendation  shall  be  considered  at  the  next  Meeting 
of  the  Council,  and,  if  the  decision  arrived  at  is  not  satisfactory 
to  the  proposers,  the  Council,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  twenty 
Fellows,  shall  convene  a Special  General  Meeting,  within  one 
month,  to  decide  the  question. 

XVII.  Publications. 

The  Society  shall  distribute  gratuitously  to  each  Fellow 
one  or  more  publications  annually  of  “ Proceedings,”  which 
shall  consist  of  a concise  narrative  of  the  proceedings  at  Meetings, 
Papers  or  abstracts  of  Papers  read  and  of  the  discussion  thereon, 
and  such  additional  notices  as  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  Council. 

The  Society  shall  also  undertake,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Council,  as  opportunities  arise  and  the  funds  of  the  Society 
permit,  the  publication  of  Huguenot  Church  registers,  genealogies, 
inedited  documents,  and  other  information  bearing  upon 
Huguenot  history. 


LIBRARY. 

The  Society’s  collection  of  Books  was  deposited  in  1900 
with  the  Corporation  of  the  French  Hospital  (La  Providence ), 
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Victoria  Park  Road,  E.9.  By  the  arrangement  then  made 
with  that  Corporation,  Fellows  of  the  Society  are  allowed  the 
use  of  the  Hospital  Library  and  to  borrow  books  therefrom  at 
all  reasonable  times  on  written  application  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Hospital.
